My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit,  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
abridged  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946. 

During  1946  the  two  Medical  Officers,  Drs.  J.  F.  Caithness 
and  V.  P.  McDonagh,  who  had  been  away  with  the  Forces  on 
Active  Service  during  most  of  the  War,  returned  to  us,  Dr. 
McDonagh  to  take  up  his  residence  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
T,wo  temporary  Medical  Officers,  Drs.  R.  A.  M.  Hamerton  and 
D.  E.  Eglington,  left  us. 

Miss  Lane,  M.B.E.,  the  Matron  of  our  Maternity  Home,  left 
us,  to  our  regret,  to  take  up  another  post  and  was  succeeded, 
after  an  interval,  by  Miss  C.  E.  Rees. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  that  the  City’s  civilian 
population  is  112,390,  another  slight  increase  but  still  well  below 
the  maximum  of  126,600*  reached  in  1932.  The  number  of  births 
and  the  birth  rate  have  again  increased,  the  birth  rate  being  22.50 
as  compared  with  22.2  for  the  Great  Towns.  The  death  rate  of 
12.56  was  again  lower,  and  compares  with  a  death  rate  of  12.7 
for  the  Great  Towns. 

The  Maternity  Mortality  Rate  dropped  to  0.79  per  1000 
live  births  and  0.77  per  1000  total  births.  This  is  the  lowest 
figure  ever  recorded  for  Norwich,  and  is  indeed  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  figure  upon  which  all  concerned  are  to  be  highly 
congratulated.  In  fact,  it  is  not  much  more  than  half  the 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales,  i.e.,  1.43  per 
1000  total  births.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  rose  to  39.54, 
which  is  not  so  satisfactory.  It  is  associated  with  insufficient 
health  visiting,  but  I  feel  that  there  is  some  other  factor  at  work 
and  we  have  never  quite  recovered  from  the  bad  year  of  1940, 
and  I  was  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  that  was  probably  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  anxiety  of  the  mothers  at  the  beginning  of  the 
War,  and  I  do  not  think  that  that  factor  has  yet  ceased  to  have 
its  effect  as  there  are  still  many  disturbing  post-war  features  in 
our  national  life.  Moreover,  the  still-birth  rate  also  rose  slightly. 

Our  “temporary”  Maternity  Home  at  Earlham  Hall  seems 
to  be  settling  down  into  our  more  or  less  permanent  Maternity 
Home,  although  it  remains  to  be  seen  what  changes  the  new 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  will  produce  and  how  soon 
they  will  be  produced.  The  ante-natal  clinic  at  4,  Earlham 
Road  with  the  outlying  clinics  had  a  year  busier  than  usual, 
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associated  with  the  increased  birth  rate.  The  training  of  pupils 
was  carried  on  as  satisfactorily  as  usual.  The  Social  Welfare 
Committee  continued  their  kind  assistance  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  by  the  admission  of  many  maternity 
cases  to  their  wards  in  spite  of  their  staff  difficulties. 

The  infectious  diseases  were  again  very  quiet,  and  this  is 
especially  fortunate  owing  to  the  shortage  of  nursing  staff  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  As  things  are  at  present,  a  moderate  sized 
outbreak  of  infectious  disease  would  be  a  most  difficult  thing 
with  which  to  cope.  Moreover,  we  still  have  no  Smallpox 
Hospital,  and  we  have  begun  to  get  into  the  City  contacts  of 
cases  of  Smallpox  from  ships  and  other  places.  If  a  case  of 
Smallpox  did  occur,  it  would  be  essential  to  take  it  into  our 
Isolation  Hospital.  A  private  Nursing  Home  in  the  City  had 
some  Pemphigus  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  considered  advis¬ 
able  to  close  the  Home,  and  a  few  cases  of  Neo-natal  Gastro- 
Hnteritis  occurred  in  the  Woodlands  Hospital.  Scabies  continues 
to  be  reduced. 

1946  was  not  quite  such  a  satisfactory  year  with  regard  to 
Tuberculosis,  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  number  of  pulmonary 
notifications  both  rising. 

The  Committee  continue  in  its  policy  of  making  modernising 
changes  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but  in  this  matter  the  new 
National  Health  Service  Act  and  its  policy  began  to  cast  its 
shadow.  Fortunately,  it  continues  as  a  Fever  Training  School 
for  the  Nurses. 

Cancer  accounted  for  an  increased  number  of  deaths,  namely 

216. 

359  persons  were  on  the  register  of  certified  blind  persons 
on  the  31st  March,  1947,  showing  a  further  decrease  as  com¬ 
pared  with  previous  years.  In  fact,  there  were  20  less  on  the 
register  as  compared  with  the  31st  March,  1945. 

During  the  year,  349  medical  examinations  of  employees  or 
candidates  for  posts  were  carried  out  by  the  medical  officers  of 
this  department,  which  shows  an  appreciable  increase  on  pre¬ 
vious  years.  The  opinion  of  a  consultant  in  difficult  cases  with 
regard  to  manual  employees  was  obtained  in  2  cases. 

The  Bio-chemist  continued  his  work  under  poor  conditions 
and  his  report  is  included  in  the  body  of  this  Report. 

The  Home  Adviser  continued  to  visit  the  unsatisfactory 
households,  in  accordance  with  the  Committee’s  instructions, 
and  some  improvements  were  made.  In  fact,  a  certain  number 


of  the  households  were  withdrawn  from  the  list.  This  was 
associated  in  some  instances  with  the  return  of  the  men  from 
the  Forces. 

Mr.  Kirby  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  him  continued 
their  activities  in  all  their  various  directions.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  one  of  the  problems  with  which  they  have  been  saddled, 
namely,  the  pig  bins,  will  be  solved  as  soon  as  possible  by  the 
abolition  of  these  objectionable  receptacles.  I  wish  to  congratu¬ 
late  Mr.  Kirby  and  his  Staff  on  the  work  they  get  through  and 
the  results  they  obtain. 

The  Mass  Micro-radiography  Unit  was  officially  opened  by 
the  Ford  Mayor  on  the  19th  December  but  had  not  by  the  end 
of  1946  been  able  to-  start  work  owing  to-  the  many  frustrations, 
chiefly  in  the  way  of  unsatisfactory  apparatus  which  had  to  be 
tested  and  replaced.  The  Staff  were  employed,  as  far  as  possible 
in  other  duties  connected  with  the  Department  during  the  waiting 
period,  after  having  completed  their  period  of  training  together 
as  a  team  in  London. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  grounds  is  of  the  greatest  possible  use  to  us  and  it  is  a 
very  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  get  prompt  and  entirely 
reliable  bacteriological  reports  from  Dr.  Macdonald  and  his  Staff. 
I  wish  to  thank  him  very  sincerely  for  his  ever-readv  help  and 
collaboration . 

The  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  deserves  my 
thanks  as  always  for  their  consistent  devotion  to  their  work, 
maintaining  a  very  high  standard  and  tradition.  More  of  the 
members  who  had  been  away  with  the  P'orces,  both  male  and 
female,  returned  to  their  former  posts.

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GENERAL. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  changes  in  the  life  and  social  conditions  of  the  City  are 
so  slow  and  infinitesimal  that  they  are  not  noticeable.  Never¬ 
theless,  changes  do  occur.  The  building  programme  had  not 
really  got  going  in  1946  but  a  few  people  were  housed,  chiefly 
in  temporary  dwellings.  Comments,  favourable  and  adverse, 
have  been  made  to  me  on  aspects  of  the  food  question  and  these 
more  or  less  cancel  out,  although  there  is  no  doubt  that  we  are 
short  of  some  desirable  articles  of  food  and  that  the  prices  of 
some  items  are  relatively  very  high. 

I 

The  fact  that  we  still  get  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning 
strongly  suggests  that  the  habits  of  the  people  and,  in  particular, 
of  the  food  handlers,  are  far  from  being  as  clean  as  they  should 
be.  The  fact  that  Enteric  Fever  is  reduced  to  its  very  low  figures 
is  encouraging  but  cannot  be  entirely  ascribed  to  cleanliness  in 
food  handling.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  food  handlers  will 
improve  their  outlook  and  methods  as  soon  as  possible.  There 
is  still  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  enough  soap. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Specimens  are  examined  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Isolation  Hospital.  A 
record  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  is  shown  on  page  6*2. 
Reference  is  made  to  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  of  food  on  pages  29  to  31. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases.  A  motor  ambulance  and  a 
motor  van  with  a  body  which,  in  emergency,  can  be  used  as  an 
ambulance  are  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  available  for  use 
within  the  City. 

The  Social  Wel¬ 
fare  Committee  has  an  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  cases  to  the 
Woodlands  Hospital.  The  Police  have  three  motor  ambulances 
available  for  accident  and  other  cases,  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  also  maintain  three  motor  ambulances;  the  latter  are 
chiefly  available  for  residents  of  a  large  area  outside  the  City. 
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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

* 

(a)  General.  There  is  the  Norwich  District  Nursing 
Association,  better  known  as  the  Cavell  Home,  from  which  nurs¬ 
ing  is  provided  on  the  application  of  Doctors,  the  Tocah Authority, 
District  Visitors,  and  others;  there  is  also  the  Norfolk  and  Nor¬ 
wich  Hospital  Staff  of  Trained  Nurses  from  which  nurses  can  be 
obtained ;  a  Nurses’  Co-operation  Society  and  the  Nursing  Sisters 
of  the  Poor  (Tittle  Sisters  of  the  Assumption)  . 

( b )  For  Infectious  Diseases.  The  above  agencies  send  out 
nurses  if  required.  The  Corporation  have  an  arrangement  with 
the  Norwich  District  Nursing  Association  for  the  nursing  of  cases, 
of  measles  and  whooping  cough  (under  five  years  of  age)  , 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  influenza,  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal 
pyrexia,  tuberculosis,  and  acute  primary  and  acute  influenzal 
pneumonia.  A  grant  of  ^200  per  annum  is  made  to  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  by  the  Local  Authority  for  these  services,  and  the  cost 
is  divided  between  the  Committees  concerned  according  to  the 
number  of  visits  paid. 


DOMESTIC  HELPS. 

The  scheme  prepared  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
provision  of  domestic  help  in  cases  of  sickness,  infirmity,  etc., 
was  adopted  by  the  Health  Committee  in  December,  1944,  but 
in  view  of  the  acute  shortage  of  domestic  labour,  it  has  not  yet 
been  possible  to  do  anything  to  assist  such  cases.  Four  Home 
Helps  have  been  appointed  however,  to  render  domestic  assistance 
in  maternity  cases  (see  page  43)  . 


TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases.  Clinics  are  held  on  Monday 
afternoons,  at  which  certain  mothers  and  children  can  attend, 
Tuesday  mornings  and  Friday  afternoons  in  a  special  portion  of 
the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  Out-Patients’  Department, 
where  irrigation  is  carried  out  daily,  as  is  special  treatment  by 
appointment. 

3450  specimens  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital;  2010'  from  the  clinics,  1297  from  Hospitals 
and  other  Institutions,  and  143  from  private  practitioners.  835 
males — 613  civilians  and  222  service  cases  (as  compared  with  363 
civilians  and  195  Service  cases  in  1945)  and  671  females  (603  in 
1945)  attended  the  Clinics  during  the  year,  of  whom  353  males 
and  139  females  were  new  cases. 


The  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Mental  Hospital  informs 
me  that  6  male  and  3  female  general  paralytics  were  admitted  to 
that  Institution  during  the  year. 

Regulation  33B,  which  provides  for  the  compulsory  treat¬ 
ment  of  venereal  disease  under  certain  circumstances,  came  into 
operation  in  November,  1942. 

From  the  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1946,  1  male  and 
13  female  contacts  were  notified  by  special  practitioners. 
Endeavours  .were  made  to  persuade  5  of  these  to  attend  the  clinic 
for  examination  before  being  notified  a  second  time,  of  whom  4 
attended  and  were  examined.  1  female  contact  was  notified  on 
two  or  more  occasions,  and  received  treatment. 

Some  contacts  are  only  notified  by  their  Christian  or  nick¬ 
names,  and  thus  prove  somewhat  difficult  to  trace  when  no 
address  is  given;  others  keep  irregular  hours,  and,  therefore,  are 
not  easily  found  for  interview.  These  factors  cause  considerable 
delay. 

Successful  assistance  from  the  Police  Authorities  has  been 
received. 

Propaganda  Posters  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  have 
been  displayed  from  time  to  time  in  various  Public  Conveniences, 
Municipal  Offices  and  Libraries. 

In  addition  to  these  contacts  notified  under  Regulation  33B, 
all  other  cases  and  families  reported  from  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  School  Medical  Inspections,  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal 
Clinics  and  those  recorded  on  the  Weekly  Death  and  Still-birth 
Returns  are  followed  up  where  possible. 

School  Clinics  are  referred  to  on  pages  79-88. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  at  Churchman  House, 
and  is  referred  to  on  page  68.  Clinics  held  under  the 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  receive  comment  on  pages 
34-37. 

HOSPITALS  USED  BY  INHABITANTS  OF  THE  AREA. 

{a)  The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital.  This  Institution 
is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  payments  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  treatment  of  certain  conditions  and  by  pay¬ 
ments  by  patients.  It  has  a  total  of  450  beds,  including  22  for 
eye  cases.  7424  patients  were  treated  during  the  year,  a  decrease 
of  312  compared  with  1945;  the  dailv  average  number  of  beds 
occupied  was  359,  compared  with  336  in  1945.  29,518  new 

patients  attended  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
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The  Education  Authority  has  an  arrangement  with  this- 
Hospital  for  the  admission  of  school  children  for  the  operative 
treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  the  Council  made  certain 
payments  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Orthopsedic 
patients.  Norwich  persons  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  were 
also  treated  at  this  hospital,  jointly  with  those  from  Norfolk, 
throughout  the  year.  The  Corporation  also  made  a  subscription 
to  the  Hospital. 

( b )  The  Jenny  Lind  Hospital,  which  works  in  close  co¬ 

operation  with  the  Norfolk  apd  Norwich  Hospital,  has  80  beds, 
and  admits  boys  up  to  ten  years  and  girls  up  to  twelve  years  of 
age,  not  suffering  from  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 
Actually  only  68  beds  were  available  throughout  the  year, 
one  Ward  being  closed.  A  limited  number  of  children  under  the 
age  of  two  years  are  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee 
of  Management.  It  is  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  and 
payments  by  patients  and  the  Local  Authority.  2541  patients 
were  admitted  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  number  of  beds 
occupied  being  56.  5167  new  cases  attended  the  Out-Patient 

Department.  The  Education  Authority  has  an  arrangement  with 
this  hospital  for  the  admission  of  children  for  the  removal  of 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids.  Certain  payments  were  made  by 
the  Local  Authority  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic  and  surgical 
tuberculosis  cases.  The  Council  also-  subscribes  to  the  funds  of 
the  hospital. 

( c )  Woodlands  Hospital.  This  Institution  was  transferred' 
to  the  control  of  the  Council  on  1st  April,  1930,  and  remains 
under  the  control  of  the  Social  Welfare  Committee.  The  Super¬ 
intendent  states  that  there  are  346  beds  and  that  the  daily  average 
number  occupied  was  256. 

( d )  The  Isolation  Hospital,  under  the  control  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  City  Council,  has  94  beds,  allowing  144  square 
feet  per  bed,  but  actually  more  are  accommodated.  24  beds  are 
allocated  for  cases  of  advanced  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The 
wrork  done  by  this  Institution  is  referred  to  on  pages  56-61. 

(e)  The  Mental  Hospital  has  383  beds  for  males  and  450 
for  females  including  an  Admission  Unit  with  accommodation  for 
30  male  and  30  female  patients.  This  Unit,  formerly  known  as 
the  David  Rice  (Admission)  Hospital,  continued  to-  be  used  until 
the  30th  September  by  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 
Authorities,  after  which  date  it  reverted  back  to  its  proper  use. 
The  Nest  was  occupied  throughout  the  year  by  the  Bethel 
Registered  Mental  Hospital. 
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(/)  Accommodation  for  Mental  Defective's.  See  below. 

(g)  The  City  of  Norwich  Maternity  Home  at  Earlham  Hall 

has  14  lying-in,  1  separation  and  2  labour  beds  (see  pages  32 
and  33)  . 

(h)  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria.  See  pages  68  and  69.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

The  Council  provides  accommodation  at  Eaton  Grange 
Certified  Institution  for  50  high  grade  female  adult  defectives, 
but  the  number  on  the  books  on  the  31st  December  was  60'.  The 
daily  average  number  of  patients  sleeping  at  the  Institution  during 
the  year  was  47.  The  average  attendance  at  the  occupation 
centre  there  was  12.  On  the  31st  December,  144  Norwich  cases 
had  been  accepted  at  Little  Plumstead  Colony.  18  beds  are  also 
reserved  and  occupied  at  the  Royal  Eastern  Counties’  Institution, 
Colchester. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  water  supply  obtained  from  the  River  Wensutn 
and  controlled  by  the  Local  Authority,  was  constant  and  wan 
adequate  in  amount  throughout  the  year.  The  water  was  subject 
to  sedimentation,  aeration  and  continuous  chlorination  after  slow 
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sand  or  mechanical  filtration.  Daily  bacteriological  examinations 
of  the  City’s  supplied  water  are  made  and  if  any  doubt  arises 
in  respect  of  any  sample  the  Analyst’s  report  is  supplemented  by 
that  of  a  bacteriologist.  During  the  year,  313  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  City’s  supplied  water  were  carried  out  by 
the  City  Analyst,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  10 
samples  taken  from  a  tap  in  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory  were  examined  at  that  Laboratory;  all  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  Monthly  chemical  examinations  of  the  City’s 
supplied  water  and  quarterly  examinations  of  river  water  and 
water  from  the  sedimentation  reservoir  before  filtration  are  made, 
with  additional  examinations  if  necessary.  A  summary  of  the 
results  of  the  routine  examinations  is  shown  on  pages  20  and  21. 

Further,  in  an  effort  to  do  everything  possible  to  ensure  the 
safety  of  the  supply,  the  Water  Committee  has  instructed  that 
employees  who  are  in  a  position  to  pollute  the  water  should  be 
medically  examined  with  reference  to  their  potentiality  for  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  water  supply,  and  that  if  any  of  these  employees  are 
absent  through  sickness  a  copy  of  the  medical  certificate  be  sent 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  enable  him  to  determine 
whether  re-examination  is  necessary.  During  the  year  6  newly 
appointed  employees  were  examined  and  15  examinations  of 
employees  absent  through  sickness  were  carried  out. 

The  majority  of  the  population  obtain  their  water  from  the 
City’s  supply,  those  not  doing  so  being  almost  negligible. 

The  Water  Engineer  reports  that  works  of  extension  of  water 
mains  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year  as  under: —

It  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  that  two  Wells 
serving  some  cottages  near  the  City  Boundary  were  polluted. 
The  question  of  providing  a  piped  water  supply  to  these  cottages 
was  discussed  with  the  Water  Engineer  who  submitted  schemes. 
It  was  decided  to  provide  a  supply  from  a  water  main  which  will 
ultimately  form  part  of  the  general  la3mut  of  a  new  Corporation 
Estate.  Meanwhile  the  users  of  the  well  water  have  been  in¬ 
structed  to  boil  the  water  before  using  it. 

Another  Well  in  the  same  vicinity  was  also  found  to  be 
polluted.  This  well  was  closed  and  a  piped  main  supply  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  users.

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  City  Engineer  has  kindly  sup¬

(1)  Sewerage  Works. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  194G,  progress  has 
been  made  in  improving  the  efficiency  and  sufficiency  of  the 
sewerage  system  of  the  City,  comprising  the  following  works  : — 

The  systematic  inspection,  flushing  and  cleansing  of  all 
sewers  as  necessary. 

The  reconstruction  of  sewers  found  upon  examination  to 
be  defective  in  the  undermentioned  streets  : — 

Cavalry  Street,  Egyptian  Road,  Earlham  Road,  Globe 
Yard  Heigham  Street  and  Hall  Road. 

Works  to  mitigate  flooding  have  been  completed  or  are  in 
hand  in  the  undermentioned  streets  :  — 

Jex  Road,  Hardy  Road  and  Heartsease  Lane. 

A  ne;w  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Mile  Cross 
Road,  necessitated  by  the  proposed  new  Depot  at  Mile  Cross 
Road,  and  the  abandonment  of  the  existing  sewer  which  laid 
under  the  proposed  Depot  site. 

A  new  silt  pit  has  been  constructed  on  the  storm  water  sewer, 
Nelson  Street. 

Sewers  have  been  laid  on  the  new  Corporation  Housing 
Estates  known  as  : — • 

Marl  Pit  Lane  (East),  Earlham  West,  Eakenham. 

(2)  Main  Drainage  and  Sewage  Purification  Works. 

The  preparation  of  plans,  specification  and  quantities  are  in 
hand  for  the  following  Schemes  :  — 

Yare  Valley  Main  Drainage  Scheme  between  Trowse 
Pumping  Station  and  the  City  Boundary  at  Earlham. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  held  a  public  enquiry  on  the  31st 
October  last  with  regard  to  the  loan  sanction  for  the  above  works. 

Hellesdon  Valley  sewer,  Pumping  Station  and  Rising  Main 
linking  the  drainage  from  the  Rural  Districts  of  Hellesdon, 
Catton  and  Sprowston  and  Costessey,  and  that  part  of  Hellesdon 
inside  the  City  boundary,  with  the  Yare  Valley  Main  Drainage 
Scheme. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  engaged  by  the  Council  have  re¬ 
ceived  instructions  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  plans, 
specifications  and  quantities  for  the  new  sewage  purification  works 
at  Whitlingham,  an  additional  outfall  sewer  to  Trowse  Pumping 
Station,  and  an  additional  rising  main  from  Trowse  to  Whitling¬ 
ham.  The  preparation  of  this  Scheme  was  suspended  owing  to 
the  war. 
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Public  Cleansing  and  Sanitary  Inspection,  etc. 

The  work  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  summarised  as  follows : — 

Approximately  21183  tons  of  waste  materials  were  collected.. 
This  included  18720  tons  of  house  and  trade  refuse  disposed 
of  at  Harford  Refuse  Tip,  1752  tons  of  kitchen  waste  concen¬ 
trated  at  the  Plant  at  Harford  and  sold  for  pig  and  poultry  food, 
462  tons  of  paper,  and  249  tons  of  tins,  iron,  rags,  bones,  etc. 
In  addition,  2697  tonnage  loads  of  trade  and  other  refuse  were 
disposed  of  at  this  tip  by  private  firms,  a  charge  being  made 
according  to  the  tonnage  of  the  vehicle.  52  loads  of  privy  bin 
refuse  were  disposed  of  on  farms.  2412  cesspools  were  emptied; 
this  refuse  was  disposed  of  through  the  City  Sewers. 

4062  nuisances  were  detected;  1571  special  complaints  have 
been  investigated,  and  4523  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

Five  visits  were  made  to  houses-let-in-lodgings,  and  17  to  com¬ 
mon  lodging  houses.  380'  meetings  of  owners  and  tradesmen 
have  been  held;  68  drains  were  tested,  of  which  22  were  found 
to  be  defective;  21  were  reconstructed. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction.

In  addition  to  these  figures  79  cases  of  overcrowding  came 
to  my  notice  during  the  year.  9  of  these  families  were  re-housed 
by  the  Council  and  1  found  other  accommodation. 


UNSATISFACTORY  HOUSEHOLDS . 

During  1946  there  were  some  36  Unsatisfactory  Households 
under  consideration  by  the  Health  (Sub)  Unsatisfactory  House¬ 
holds  Committee.  The  Home  Adviser  visited  20  of  these  and 
made  819  visits.  I  am  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  sufficient 
improvement  in  10  instances  to  enable  the  Committee  to  remove 
them  from  the  records.  In  some  others  some  improvement  is 
evidenced. 

RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST  RESTRICTIONS 

ACTS,  1920-1939. 

Twelve  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  and  a  large 
number  of  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  the 
Citizens’  Advice  Bureau.  Representations  have  been  made  to 
the  landlord  where  a  greater  rent  has  been  charged  than  was 
legally  payable,  and  in  27  cases  rent  has  been  reduced  to  the 
correct  amount,  and  a  total  amount  of  approximately  ^200  repaid 
to  the  tenants  concerned. 

EMERGENCY  POWERS  (DEFENCE)  GENERAL 
REGULATIONS.  Regulation  68aa. 

Three  applications  for  the  re-occupation  of  premises  which 
could  not  be  occupied  without  infringing  Section  155  (3)  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  were  dealt  with.  One  licence  was  granted 
and  2  were  refused.  At  the  beginning  of  1946  9  licences  were 
valid;  8  were  renewed,  1  was  cancelled. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

One  Council  house  and  13  other  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  Bed  Bugs.  These  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  or 
other  suitable  fumigators. 
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NORWICH  CORPORATION  ACT,  1938— Section  76. 

One  person  who  was  aged  or  infirm  or  physically  incapaci¬ 
tated,  and  residing  in  premises  which  were  insanitary  owing  to 
neglect,  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  and  removed  to 
Woodlands  Hospital. 


COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  WELFARE  OF  OLD  PEOPLE. 

On  the  recommendation  of  Health  Visitors  and  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  66  cases  were  referred  to  the  Norwich  Committee  for 
the  Welfare  of  Old  People. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  from  a  chemical  standpoint  remained 
good.  Cowkeepers  numbered  3,  with  approximately  120  cows. 
52  retailers  of  milk  reside  in  the  City  and  33  outside.  The 
inspectors  made  290  inspections  of  .dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk 
shops. 

Licences  were  granted  as  follows : — Producer  of  Accredited 
milk,  1 ;  Pasteurisation,  1 ;  Retailers  of  Tuberculin  tested  milk, 
28;  Retailers  of  Pasteurised  milk,  2. 

166  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  10'  of  Accredited 
were  bacteriologically  examined.  47  samples  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  and  48  samples 
of  Tuberculin  Tested  failed  to  pass  the  B.  Coli  Test.  In  all  cases 
letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  the  vendors. 

216  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  examined  bacterio¬ 
logically;  26  samples  failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  and 
4  of  the  samples  failed  to  pass  the  Phosphatase  Test.  In  all 
cases  letters  of  warning  were  sent  to>  the  vendors.  59  samples 
of  ordinary  milk  were  bacteriologically  examined  under  the 
Accredited  milk  standards;  10  failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test  and  11  the  B.  Coli  test. 

81  samples  were  taken  of  milk  supplied  by  producers  resid¬ 
ing  outside  the  City  for  examination  by  animal  innoculation  for 
the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  One  was  positive  and  a 
Tuberculous  cow  was  slaughtered.  Five  samples  were  taken 
from  milk  producers  in  the  City  for  similar  examination,  all  the 
samples  were  negative. 
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( b )  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Frequent  inspections  of  retail  butchers’  shops  and  market 
stalls  are  made  by  the  Inspectors.  All  meat  found  to  be  diseased 
and  unfit  for  food  is  collected  by  a  Contractor  authorised  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  318  visits  were  paid  to  slaughterhouses 
requisitioned  by  the  Government  and  the  carcases  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  therein  were  inspected.  3791  cattle,  2728  calves, 
4741  sheep  and  lambs,  and  156  pigs;  a  total  of  11,416,  were 
slaughtered.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  meat  con¬ 
demned  : — 
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Other  foods  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  comprised  310  cwts.  of  potatoes,  1381  tins  of  meat,  188|lbs. 
of  bacon,  15i  lbs.  of  ham,  20  lbs.  of  sausages,  126  lbs. 
of  rabbits,  1637  stones  of  fish,  45  lbs.  of  cheese,  66  tins  of 
fruit,  1816  lbs.  of  dried  fruit,  1722  tins  of  vegetables,  1371  tins 
of  fish,  385  tins  of  soup,  20  jars  or  bottles  of  beef  extract,  576 
jars  or  tins  of  jam,  2  tins  of  chocolate  spread,  14  chocolate  bars, 
151  jars  or  bottles  of  pickles  and  sauces,  2  bottles  of  vinegar,  20 
jars,  bottles  or  tins  of  mustard,  3105  tins  of  milk,  2  tins  of  coffee, 
26  tins  of  cocoa,  4  tins  of  beverages,  5|  lbs.  of  margarine,  1  c4wt. 
of  lard,  392  packets  of  cereals,  666  lbs.  of  cereals,  449  lbs.  of 
sugar,  1  lb.  and  163  packets  of  biscuits,  843  ice-cream  biscuits, 
23  lbs.  of  sweets,  267  stones  of  flour,  758  packets  of  pudding  and 
cake  mixture,  2375  eggs,  55  packets  of  dried  eggs,  30  jars  of 
meat  or  fish  pastes,  24  jars  or  tins  of  marmalade,  127  packets  and 
38  lbs.  of  custard,  or  junket,  powders,  10  packets  of  spices,  32 
bottles  of  rennet,  4  jars  of  mincemeat,  14  tins  of  gravy  salt,  1 
pork  pie,  6  lbs.  of  suet,  15  lbs.  of  grape  fruit,  41  tinned  puddings, 
1  bottle  of  lime  flavoured  compound,  85  Oxo  cubes,  212;  lbs.  of 
sausage  rusk. 

There  were  60  bakehouses  on  the  register,  and  86  visits  were 
paid  to  these.  Cleansing  and  limewashing  have  been  carried  out, 
and  the  premises  kept  in  as  reasonably  a  satisfactory  condition  as 
there  are  powers  to  enforce. 
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131  visits  have  been  made  to  Restaurant  kitchens,  and  these 
were  found  to  be  kept  in  clean  and  proper  condition. 

(c)  Adulteration 

234  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs — 86  taken  informally — were 
submitted  for  analysis.  5  formal  samples  of  milk,  and  1  informal 
sample  of  compound  mustard  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  In 
4  cases  of  milk  legal  proceedings  were  instituted,  3  were  dis¬ 
missed  and  in  the  other  case  a  fine  of  ten  shillings  was  imposed. 
A  letter  of  warning  was  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  respect  of  the 
other  adulterated  formal  sample,  and  the  vendor  of  the  informal 
sample  was  verbally  warned. 

In  addition,  127  samples  of  milk  were  tested  by  the  Gerber 
process;  15  were  not  up  to  standard  and  formal  samples  were 
consequently  taken. 

244  samples  of  ice-cream,  32  samples  of  ingredients,  and 
utensils  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  were  bacterio- 
logically  examined. 

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  is  : — Ice-cream  214; 
preserved  meat  227;  352  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream  premises, 
and  100  to  preserved  meat  premises. 


MIDWIFERY,  MATERNITY  AND 
CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

{a)  Midwives. 

(i.)  Employed  by  Local  Authority .  14  midwives  are 
-employed  on  the  district,  and  7  (5  temporarily)  at  the  Maternity 
Home.  There  is  1  non-medical  supervisor  of  midwives. 

(ii.)  Private  Midwives.  6  midwives  were  practising 
privately  in  this  city  at  the  end  of  the  year — 3  in  Institutions 
-and  3  on  the  district. 

(5)  Midwifery  Service. 

(i)  Domiciliary.  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service 
continued  to  be  controlled  from  4,  Earlham  Road,  throughout 
the  year.  1114  confinements  (excluding  44  cases  of  miscarriage) 
were  attended  (821  in  1945).  Doctors  were  engaged  in  203 
cases.  In  addition  to  attending  these  1114  labours,  the  domiciliary 
midwives  carried  out  ante-natal  supervision,  making  a  total  of 
6093  ante-natal  visits  to  patient’s  own  homes.  Nursing  visits 
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after  labour  numbered  19905.  In  addition,  the  midwives 
attended  for  varying  periods  596  patients  who  had  been  dis¬ 
charged  before  the  expiration  of  the  lying-in  period,  i.e.,  14  days 
— 197  visits  to  80  cases  from  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital, 
1573  visits  to  440  cases  from  Woodlands  Hospital,  275  visits 
to  76  patients  from  the  Maternity  Home.  There  were  31  still¬ 
births  on  the  district  (including  one  of  each  of  five  sets  of  twins) 
representing  2.51%'  of  the  cases  attended.  13  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  occurred.  8  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  1  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  1  to  Wood¬ 
lands  Hospital  and  3  remained  at  home.  District  midwives 
were  required  to  assist  at  regular  intervals  at  the  ante-natal 
clinics  which  are  held  at  No.  4,  Earlham  Road,  and  various  other 
centres  in  the  City. 

(ii)  The  City  of  Norwich  Maternity  Home  has  14  beds, 
one  admission  bed,  one  separation  bed  and  two  labour  beds.  The 
administrative  supervision  of  the  Home  and  District  is  carried 
out  by  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  A  consultant  surgeon  and  a  consultant  obstetrician 
can  be  called  in  for  cases  of  difficult  labour,  etc.  The  permanent 
staff  consists  of  a  Matron,  Assistant  Matron,  and  5  midwives,  and 
the  maximum  number  of  pupils  to  receive  training  at  any  one 
time  is  8. 

313  mothers  were  confined  in  the  Home,  3  less  than  in 
1945.  2  other  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Home  after  delivery. 

Doctors  were  engaged  in  61  cases.  No  case  was  transferred  to 
any  private  Nursing  Home,  this  practice  having  been  avoided 
by  the  continuance  of  the  system  of  sending  patients  home  before 
the  expiration  of  fourteen  days,  and  giving  subsequent  attention 
by  the  Domiciliary  Service  until  the  completion  of  the  puer- 
perium.  3  cases  booked  for  admission  to  a  Private  Nursing 
Home  were  admitted  to  the  Home  as  an  emergency,  the  Private 
Nursing  Home  being  full. 

O.wing  to  lack  of  accommodation  in  the  Maternity  Home 
and  in  their  own  homes,  the  latter  fact  having  been  confirmed 
by  the  Domiciliary  Midwife  concerned,  a  number  of  cases  were 
offered  alternative  accommodation  in  Woodlands  Hospital.  The 
arrangements  for  booking  these  cases  at  No.  4,  Earlham  Road, 
continued  in  effect  until  31st  August.  Since  1st  September  all 
such  cases  have  been  referred  by  the  Medical  Officers  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  to  the  Social  Welfare  Officer  for 
consideration  by  the  Social  Welfare  Committee  as  to  their  suit¬ 
ability  for  admission  to  Woodlands  Hospital. 
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Four  still-births  occurred  in  the  Home,  and  3  children  died 
within  10  days  of  birth.  There  were  9  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
with  no  death.  Eight  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  1  to  the  'Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

There  was  no  maternal  death.

309  live  births  (including  2  sets  of  twins),  occurred  in  the 
Home,  and  1086  (including  12  sets  of  twins)  on  the  district,  a 
total  of  1395  of  the  city  live  births  registered.  With  the  803  live 
births  (including  12  sets  of  twins)  at  Woodlands  Hospital  added 
to  this,  the  Council’s  staff  attended  80.6%  of  the  total  live  births 
registered  in  the  City. 

The  average  weight  of  children  born  in  the  Home  (excluding 
still-births),  was  7  lbs.  6  ozs.  for  boys  and  6  lbs.  6  ozs.  for  girls. 

Medical  aid  was  required  for  47  babies,  and  on  417  occasions 
for  382  mothers,  the  medical  fees  being  paid  in  whole  or  part 
by  the  Corporation  in  901  cases. 

A 

(iii.)  Woodlands  Hospital.  Forty-three  beds  are  allocated 
for  maternity  cases.  836  cases  were  admitted,  including  7 
cases  admitted  after  delivery,  the  average  duration  of  stay  being- 
13. 2  days.  There  were  26  still-births,  20  babies  died  within  10 
days  of  birth.  There  were  35  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia. 

(iv.)  Training  of  Midwives  and  Pupil  Midwives .  The 
Municipal  Maternity  Home  has  been  approved  under  Section  B 
of  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  in  respect  of  the 
second  period  of  training  of  8  pupils.  4  pupils  live  in  at  the 
Maternity  Home,  and  4  live  at  the  Hostel,  No.  4  Earlham  Road, 
with  3  of  the  Domiciliary  Midwives.  Each  pupil  does  three 
months  training  in  the  Maternity  Home  and  three  months  on 
the  district.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  7  pupils  were  undergoing 
training  in  midwifery. 

Of  the  15  pupils  who  completed  their  training  in  the  Home 
during  the  year  13  passed  the  examination  of  the  Central  Mid¬ 
wives  Board  in  1946. 
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By  the  end  of  the  year,  *20  Midwives  (14  Domiciliary  and  6 
in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home)  ,  had  received  training  in  the 
administration  of  nitrous  oxide  analgesia. 

(c)  Ante=Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

Four  Ante-natal  and  1  Post-natal  Sessions  are  held  at 
4,  Earlham  Road  each  week.  Combined  Ante-natal  and  Post¬ 
natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  Larkman  Lane  Infants’  School; 

monthly  at  Lakenliam  and  twice-monthly  at  Catton  Grove 
Infants’  School,  George  White  and  Stuart  Senior  Girls’  School. 
(On  the  14th  November  the  number  of  sessions  held  at  the 
George  White  School  was  reduced  from  4  to  2  per  month,  2  ses¬ 
sions  being  held  at  Stuart  School  each  month  instead).

378  blood  specimens  were  sent  through  the  Ante-natal  Clinics 
to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  for  Wassermann  tests,  with 
the  following  results: — 6  positive,  4  doubtful,  and  368  negative. 
Smears  for  examination  of  gonococcal  infection  were  also 
examined  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

Of  the  6  mothers  who  gave  positive  results,  5  received  treat¬ 
ment.  Of  the  5  mothers  who  received  treatment,  1  gave  birth 
to  a  live  infant,  but  the  mother  was  later  admitted  to  Hellesdon 
Hospital,  1  mother  had  a  still-born  child,  and  3  are  still  preg¬ 
nant — one  of  these  mothers  having  previousy  given  birth  to  a 
still-born  child. 

Further  tests  of  the  4  mothers  who  gave  doubtful  results 
all  proved  to  be  negative.

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  are  also  held  at  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital  weekly,  at  which  city  and  county  persons 
booked  for  admission  to  or  discharged  from  the  Maternity  Ward 
of  that  Institution  attend.  The  Secretary  of  the  Hospital  states 
that  478  women  made  1072  attendances  at  the  Clinics  during  the 
year,  but  he  was  unable  to  give  separately  the  numbers  in  respect 
of  city  and  county  persons. 


( d )  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  An  additional  session  was 
held  at  Eaton  Infant  Welfare  Centre  on  Tuesday  afternoons 
commencing  on  29th  October. 


The  average  attendance  of  children  per  session  at  all  the 
centres  was  64.21  compared  with  57.45  for  the  previous  year. 
19,920  attendances  were  made  by  children  under  1  year;  8,407 
by  children  between  1  and  2  years;  and  11,420  by  children  be¬ 
tween  2  and  5  years — a  total  of  39,747.  1922  children  were 

brought  to  the  centres  for  the  first  time  during  the  year,  1,667 
being  under  1  year  of  age.  Children  were  seen  by  the  Medical 
Officers  in  charge  on  16,187  occasions,  an  average  of  26.15  per 
session.  4,883  children  attended  the  centres  during  the  year, 
their  ages  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  :  under  1  year  of  age 
1,592;  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5  years,  3,291. 


The  table  facing  page  36  shows  the  attendances,  etc.,  at 
the  individual  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 


ISSUE  OF  FRESH  MI  UK  AND  DRIED  FOODS  TO 

MOTHERS  AND  CHIUDREN. 

Owing  to  the  continuance  of  the  National  Milk  Scheme  it 
was  not  necessary  to  issue  supplementary  supplies  of  liquid  milk 
to  any  mothers  or  children  through  the  Council’s  Scheme  during 

1946.  The  issue  of  dried  milk  to  children  under  1  year  was  con¬ 
tinued  during  1946;  2837  packets  of  dried  food  were  issued;  2049 
at  “cost”;  39  at  “half-cost”  and  749  “free.”  In  addition  855 
packets  of  National  Dried  Milk  were  issued  free,  and  21,588  at 

“full-cost”  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 
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Other  foods  were  distributed  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officers,  as  under  :  —

Dental  Treatment,  etc. 

Nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  children  under  5  years 
of  age  deemed  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Clinics  to  need  dental 
treatment,  and  Tuberculosis  patients,  are  supposed  to  be  treated 
at  the  School  Dental  Clinic  at  Churchman  House  on  Saturday 
mornings,  but  the  numbers  requiring  treatment  have  so  increased 
that  it  has  not  been  possible  for  the  Dental  Officers  to  cope  with 
them  in  one  session.  The  table  shows  the  work  which  has  been 
done  in  this  direction  during  the  hast  9  years. 


In  78  of  the  cases  in  which  dental  mechanical  work  was 
provided,  the  Committee  felt  justified  in  asking  the  mothers  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost. 

Children  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  defective  vision  are  referred  to  the  School  Eye 
Clinics  at  Churchman  House.  During  the  year,  43  cases  were 
referred;  glasses  were  recommended  for  15  children,  and  in  11 
cases  these  were  obtained  through  the  contractors  to  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Authority.  In  15  cases  (including  1  case  recommended 
in  1945),  the  Committee  considered  that  the  parents  were  able 
to  pay  for  the  glasses. 

Children  under  school  age  suffering  from  ringworm  of  the 
scalp  are  treated  at  the  Ringworm  Clinic  at  Churchman  House, 
where  X-ray  treatment  of  this  disease  is  carried  out  by  Dr.  Austin.

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During  the  year  4  children  received  treatment — 1  by  X-ray, 
1  at  the  Clinic  and  2  in  Woodlands  Hospital.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  3  of  these  cases  had  been  discharged  fit. 

Some  children  under  school  age  have  attended  at  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics  which  are  held  at  Churchman  House.  64  of 
these  children  were  brought  to  the  Clinics,  of  whom  62  were 
found  to  have  defects  which  required  treatment. 

The  treatment  of  all  known  cases  of  children  under  the  age 
of  5  years  with  discharging  ears  is  carried  out  at  their  homes  by 
Cavell  Nurses.  During  the  year,  30  cases  (23  new)  received 
treatment.  These  were  referred  to  the  Cavell  Nurses  from 
various  sources. 

Surgical  appliances  are  provided  for  children  under  5  years 
of  age  who  attend  no  school,  the  cost  being  borne,  wholly  or  in 
part,  by  the  Council,  where  the  financial  circumstances  justify 
such  a  course.  171  children  were  either  supplied  with  surgical 
appliances  or  had  their  shoes  wedged.  Parents  were  asked  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  in  160  cases.  The  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee,  at  their  meeting  in  December,  decided 
that  in  future  orthopaedic  appliances  should  be  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  the  parents,  thus  bringing  these  cases  in  line  with  the 
cases  dealt  with  under  the  Education  Act,  1944.  , 


INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OR 

CHILDREN. 

In  addition  to  the  mothers’  accommodation  at  the  Maternity 

Home  (see  pages  32  and  33)  ,  mothers  and  children  are  accommo¬ 
dated  at  the  Woodlands  Hospital  and  children  at  the  Children’s 
Homes. 


HEALTH  VISITORS. 

The  Health  Visitors,  who  also  act  as  School  Nurses,  during 
the  year  paid  191  visits  to  expectant  mothers,  7340  visits  to 
children  under  1  j^ear — 1998  of  these  being  first  visits — and  7909 
to  children  between  1  and  5  years  of  age.  The  total  number  of 
visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor  and  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  during  the  year  was  16068. 


CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

As  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  20/44, 
space  has  been  provided  on  the  Birth  Notification  Cards  for  the 
weight  of  the  child  at  birth  to  be  recorded.  Further,  midwives 


are  also  asked  to  state  whether  the  child  is  full  term  or  premature. 
167  babies  born  during  the  year  weighed  at  birth  5i  lbs.  or  less. 
The  Mid  wives  and  Health  Visitors  give  special  attention  to 
these  infants.  The  hospitals  in  the  area  notify  me  of  the  dates 
of  discharge  of  all  infants  and  this  information  is  passed  on  to 
the  appropriate  Health  Visitor  with  instructions  to  follow  up 
the  case.  A  good  ambulance  service  is  available,  but  an  ambulance 
with  special  equipment  for  the  transport  of  these  cases  has  not 
been  provided. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Ten  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  also  act  as 
Child  Protection  Visitors.  Twenty  new  persons  were  registered 
for  the  reception  of  children,  the  total  number  of  registered 
persons  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  54,  with  33  of  whom 
children  were  boarded  out.  22  new  children  were  boarded 
out  during  the  year  ;  11  registered  homes  were  removed  from  the 
register  for  various  reasons.  24  children  ceased  to  come 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  total  number  of  children 
under  supervision  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  34.  The  Health 
Visitors  paid  26  visits  in  connection  with  these  duties. 

The  Council  continued  to  guarantee  payment  of  15s. 
per  week  for  the  nursing  and  maintenance  of  a  child  until  it 
attains  the  age  of  5  years.  With  the  exception  of  children  covered 
by  Article  92  of  the  Public  Assistance  Order,  1930,  this  arrange¬ 
ment  is  extended  to  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  5  years  who 
are  placed  in  the  care  of  a  foster  mother,  whether  they  are 
illegitimate  or  not.  Assistance  was  given  to  7  cases  during 
the  year. 


ADOPTIONS. 

Before  arrangements  are  made  for  children  to  be  adopted 
they  are  medically  examined  by  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officers,  blood  tests  of  the  mother  or  child  are  arranged, 
enquiries  are  made  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district 
to  which  the  child  is  going  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  adoptors, 
and  the  mother  is  assisted  in  the  completion  of  the  various  forms. 
Adoptors  are  required  to  submit  satisfactory  references. 

During  the  year  homes  were  found  for  38  children  who  were 
adopted.  All  of  these  children  were  illegitimate. 
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STILL-BIRTHS. 

Eighty-four  still-births  were  registered,  including  12  county 
cases,  10  (1  county)  of  which  were  illegitimate.  4  occurred  at 
the  Maternity  Home;  31  in  connection  with  the  Council's 
Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service;  26  at  the  Woodlands  Hospital  (2 
county),  and  23  were  private  doctors’,  private  Nursing  Home 
and  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  cases  (11  county).

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  194/45  transferred,  as  from 
1st  January,  1946,  the  responsibility  for  immunisation  of  children 
to  the  Welfare  Authorities.  The  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff 
continued  to  aclvise  mothers  to  have  their  children  immunised. 
As  soon  as  a  child  has  been  satisfactorily  immunised  the  Health 
Visitor  is  informed  so^  that  she  can  make  a  record  on  the  Infant 
History  Card.  A  Birthday  Eetter  is  sent  to  parents  on  the  first 
birthday  of  the  child  in  those  cases  where  immunisation  has  not 
been  carried  out,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  desirability  of 
having  it  done.  A  record  of  the  immunisation  work  carried 
out  during  the  year  is  shown  on  page  88. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  Registrar-General’s  figures  show  that  there  were  no 
deaths  from  Sepsis.  Other  “Maternal  Causes”  produced  2 
deaths,  representing  a  death  rate  of  0.79  per  1000  live  births. 
Investigations  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  maternal  deaths 
were  made  as  in  previous  years. 

Facilities  for  Consultants.  A  panel  of  consultants,  consist¬ 
ing  of  Mr.  Bulman,  Dr.  Hinde,  Mr.  Noon,  Mr.  Bentall,  and 
Mrs.  Townsley,  has  been  arranged  and  general  practitioners  have 
been  authorised  to  consult  any  member  of  this  panel  in  difficult 
maternity  cases  if  occasion  arises,  without  getting  previous 
authorisation.  The  Committee  is  responsible,  in  the  first  -in¬ 
stance,  for  the  fee,  but  has  reserved  the  right  to  recover  the 
fee  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  patient. 

Consultants  were  called  in  by  general  practitioners  to  18 
cases. 

In  the  12  cases  which  were  considered,  the  Committee  felt 
justified  in  asking  all  but  one  of  the  patients  to  pay  the  ^vhole 
or  part  of  the  Consultant’s  fee;  6  cases  had  not  been  considered 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  no  death 
occurred  in  those  cases  in  which  a  Consultant  was  called. 

Ante-natal  Care.  The  examination,  when  necessary,  of 
patients  from  the  Municipal  Ante-natal  Clinics  by  the  specialists 
of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  continued.  Six  cases 
which  were  referred  during  1945  were  considered  in  1946;  5 
persons  were  asked  to  pay  the  full  fee.  30  cases  were  referred 
during  the  year,  the  Committee  feeling  justified  in  asking  16 
patients  to  pay  the  full  fee,  2  patients  were  asked  to  pay  a  pro¬ 
portion,  and  in  2  cases  the  fee  was  remitted.  10  cases  had  not 
been  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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No  application  was  received  from  any  midwife  for  com¬ 
pensation  during  the  year. 


Post-natal  Care.  The  arrangements  made  by  which  patients 
attending  the  Municipal  Post-natal  Clinic  can  be  examined  by 
the  specialist  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  continued. 

Five  cases  were  referred  during  1946  the  Committee  feeling 
justified  in  asking  4  patients  to  pay  the  full  fee.  One  case  had 
not  been  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Home  Helps.  In  November,  1945,  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  revised  the  conditions  of  service  for  Home 
Helps  and  decided  to  appoint  four  whole-time  Home  Helps  in 
place  of  the  part-time  service  previously  supplied. 

During  the  period  June  to  December,  1946,  five  suitable 
applicants  were  found  and  appointed  ,whole-time  Home  Helps, 
but  two  of  these  resigned.  The  panel  was  at  full  strength  for 
only  three  weeks  during  the  whole  of  this  time. 

28  cases  were  attended  by  these  Home  Helps  and  in  12 
instances  the  applicants  were  asked  to  contribute  towards  the 
cost  of  supplying  the  Home  Help,  this  being  in  accordance  with 
the  resolution  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  of 
September,  for  the  assessment  of  payment  by  persons  for  the 
services  of  a  Home  Help.  At  the  end  of  the  year  16  cases  had. 
not  been  assessed. 


Admission  of  Abnormal  Patients  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital.  The  scheme  adopted  in  1938  by  the  Council  and  the 
Board  of  Management  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital, 
whereby  abnormal  or  suspected  abnormal  ante-natal  or  post-natal 
cases  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  continued  during  the  year. 
The  arrangements  are  subject  to  annual  revision,  but  up  to  date 
the  only  alterations  made  have  been  in  the  rate  of  charges.- 
The  arrangements  are  as  follows : — 

(1)  The  Council  are  responsible  for  payment  only  in 
respect  of  patients  admitted  : — 

{a)  Through  any  Municipal  Institution. 

(b)  Through  any  Municipal  Ante-natal  Clinic  (but 
only  where  the  patient  has  booked  for  her  confine¬ 
ment  through  Municipal  auspices)  . 

(c)  On  the  order  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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(d)  At  the  request  of  the  consultants  appointed  by  the 
Council  who  may  be  called  in  by  a  general  prac¬ 
titioner  in  difficult  maternity  cases. 

(2)  The  Council  to  pay  a  charge  of  £4  per  patient  per 
week  for  non-contributory  cases,  and  £2  6s.  Od.  per  patient 
per  week  for  contributory  cases. 

(3)  It  is  understood  that : — 

( a )  If  a  general  practitioner  desires  to  send  a  patient 
into  the  Hospital  he  will  be  entitled  to  do  so,  and 
the  patient  will  be  admitted  without  financial 
responsibility  to  the  Council. 

(b)  No  patient  over  the  Hospital  income  limit  of  ^420 

per  annum  will  be  admitted  under  the  scheme. 

The  Council  accepted  financial  responsibility  for  36  cases 
during  the  year;  responsibility  for  12  cases  was  refused. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  the  local  hospitals  usually 
on  Wednesday  afternoons.  159  new  cases  of  children  under  5 
years  of  age,  and  164  children  continuing  treatment  from  the 
previous  year  were  seen  at  the  clinics. 

Three  children  received  institutional  treatment  at  the  Jenny 
Lind  Hospital. 


CONTRACEPTIVE  CLINIC. 

The  Council  continued  to  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  ^12 
to  the  Voluntary  Clinic  at  Pitt  Street. 


MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

Before  being  registered,  new  Homes  are  inspected  by  a 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  to  ensure  that 
the  arrangements  comply  with  the  Byelaws  and  the  standards 
laid  down  by  the  Committee  The  arrangements  for  protection 
against  fire  are  inspected  by  the  Police.  All  registered  Homes 
are  inspected  periodically  by  a  Medical  Officer.  No  application 
for  the  registration  of  premises  as  a  Nursing  Home  was  received. 

The  number  of  registered  Homes  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  6.  These  are  used  as  follows: — Maternity  Homes,  1 ;  Nurs¬ 
ing  Homes  (Non-Maternity)  ,  3  ;  Mixed  Homes,  2  ;  2  institutions 
are  exempt.

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  154/44  authorised  the  issue 
of  priority  dockets  to  enable  expectant  mothers,  who  are  being 
confined  in  their  own  homes,  to  purchase  utility  sheets.  A  certifi- 
i  cate  as  to  the  need  is  obtained  by  the  mother  from  the  Domiciliary 
:»Midwife  engaged  to  attend  the  patient.  2336  dockets  were  issued, 
Enabling  1168  mothers  to  purchase  one  pair  of  sheets  each,  and 
:  19  dockets  to  33  mothers  to  purchase  3  sheets  each.

(a)  Maternity . 

Investigations  have  continued  and  certain  useful  knowledge 
gained.  Very  considerably  greater  laboratory  space  is,  however, 
■equired  if  anything  approaching  the  maximum  progress  is  to 
ssue  from  this  venture.  There  are  indications  that  moves  to 
Ibbtain  increased  accommodation  are  in  being. 
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Estimations  of  Haemoglobin  have  been  made  on  215  speci¬ 
mens  of  blood  taken  ante-natally.  The  Haemoglobin  range  for 
the  197  normal  pregnancies  was  from  6.90g. %  (50%'  Haldane) 
to  16.15g.%  (117%  Haldane).  The  normal  range  is  frequently 
■considered  to  be  ll.5g.-13.Og.  % .  In  the  case  of  18  specimens 
from  toxaemic  patients  the  range  was  from  7.44g.%  (54 %■ 
Haldane)  to  13.60g.%-  (98.5%  Haldane).  The  frequency  distri¬ 
bution  curves  (fig.  1)  enable  one  to  picture  the  results  more 
clearly.  The  abscissae  give  the  percentages  of  the  total  sample 
having  Hb.  values  50-60%',  60-70%  etc.  on  Haldane  Scale.  The 
total  numbers  involved  are  relatively  small,  but  there  does  seem 
to  be  a  marked  tendency  towards  lower  Hb.  values  in  toxaemic 
-conditions. 

Toxaemia  of  pregnancy  is  an  extremely  baffling  condition, 
and  multitudinous  are  the  theories  and  hypotheses  propounded 
in  efforts  to  reach  a  solution.  Many  of  these  ideas  are  clearly 
not  on  the  right  lines.  It  is  of  little  use  being  able  to  explain 
one  or  two  manifestations  and  not  others.  In  recent  years,  how¬ 
ever,  some  progress  has  been  made,  and  there  is,  in  my  opinion, 
good  reason  for  believing  that  the  toxaemia  is  closely  related  to 
the  soundness  of  the  nutritive  condition  of  the  patient.  Certain 
experiments  carried  out  in  Canada  (J.  H.  Ebbs,  W.  A.  Scott, 
F.  F.  Tisdall,  W.  J.  Moyle,  M.  Bell,  Canadian  Medical  Associa¬ 
tion  Journal,  1942,  46,  1)  do  indicate  that  an  improvement  in 
nutrition  leads  to  a  much  lower  incidence  of  toxaemia  and  other 
conditions.  The  experiments  have  been  criticised  on  the  ground 
of  the  relatively  small  numbers  involved,  but  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  experiments  taken  together  and  with  others  give  a  clear 
and  definite  line  of  hopeful  advance.  Theobald,  on  account  of 
work  both  in  England  and  in  the  Far  East  has  come  to  many  of 
the  same  conclusions.  (Proc.  Roy.  Soc.  Med.  1935,  28,  88;  J. 
Obstet.  and  Gynaecol.  Brit.  Emp.  1946,  53,  17.)  There  are 
also  the  very  significant  observations  of  Strauss  in  the  U.S.A. 
(Amer.  J.  Med.  Sci.  1935,  190,  811.) 

i 

It  is,  however,  very  difficult  to  demonstrate  in  detail  the 
truth  of  these  ideas,  for  the  following  reasons  among  others; 
(a)  The  nutritive  lack  may  very  well  consist  of  multiple  defici- 
ences,  (b)  The  deficiency (ies)  may  be,  and  often  are,  of  long 
standing,  and  not  easily  corrected  in  a  short;  while;  (c)  there  is 
a  very  considerable  lack  of  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  bio¬ 
chemistry  of  pregnancy.  I  feel  that  some  benefits  might  be 
forthcoming  quite  soon  in  spite  of  the  absence  of  full  knowledge, 
but  the  deeper  understanding  is  reserved  until  we  have  gained 
a  much  more  fundamental  knowledge  of  the  bio-chemistrv  in¬ 
volved.  In  any  case,  we  cannot  expect  success  unless  a  high

FOR  H HEMOGLOBIN  IN  PREGNANCY 
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Haemoglobin  %  (Haldane  Scale) 
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degree  of  co-operation  is  forthcoming  from  all  concerned.  In 
an  effort  to  gain  further  knowledge,  I  have  investigated  the 
urinary  methionine  in  a  few  cases  of  toxaemia.  The  values  found 
all  fell  within  the  published  normal  range.  Methionine  is  a 
sulphur  amino  acid  intimately  related  to  healthy  liver  metabo¬ 
lism,  and  to  the  provision  of  essential  methyl  groups.  We  are 
at  present  constructing  an  apparatus  which  it  is  hoped  will  throw 
more  light  on  the  types  of  amino  acid  excreted  in  the  urine 
under  various  conditions.  The  work  on  histamine  is  still  tem¬ 
porarily  held  up,  but  not  forgotten.  It  is  probably  quite  closely 
related  to  the  nutritional  aspect. 


(b)  Dietary  Investigations. 

(1)  Schools .,  During  the  course  of  the  year  ten  schools  were 
visited  and  dinners  taken  for  analysis.  At  the  conclusion  of  this 
stage  of  the  enquiries  a  full  report  was  presented  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  summary  is  extracted  therefrom.

These  figures  refer  to  single  portions  of  each  of  the  two 
rourses.  The  table  shows  that  so  far  as  calories  are  concerned, 
he  range  for  10-11  years  is  417-632,  for  12-14  years  515-737, 
md  for  9  years  493  (one  sample). 


The  Ministry  of  Education  Circular  (1571,  12-11-41)  lays 
pown  as  a  general  guide  that  a  school  dinner  should  provide 
Ipf  1st  class  protein  20-25g.,  fat  30g.  and  calories  1000,  all  re¬ 
ferring  to  food  as  bought.  The  calories  on  the  plate  could 
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therefore  hardly  exceed  900  and  might  be  as  low  as  800,  due 
to  wastage.  A  second  point  is  that  the  figure  of  1000  calories 
refers  to  children  of  all  ages  and  where  the  children  are  under 
eleven,  the  Ministry  suggests  a  cut  of  25%  in  this  energy  value. 
The  cuts  are  not  to  apply  to  protein  and  fat.  With  second 
helpings,  the  figures  in  the  table  could  all  be  increased  by  50% 
or  so.  With  regard  to  protein  the  suggested  figure  (20-25g.) 
is  met  in  most  cases,  and  with  second  helpings  probably  met  as 
regards  quality.  Fat  was  more  variable,  but  on  the  whole  was 
met  when  second  helpings  were  available. 

The  position  with  respect  to  vitamins  is  not  so  clear.  The 
Ministry  says  that  if  the  suggested  schemes  are  followed,  the 
mineral  or  vitamin  intakes  will  be  adequate.  This  may  be  so, 
but  in  practice  it  is  not  always  possible  to  ensure  that  the  right 
types  of  food  are  available,  and  if  available,  that  they  are  eaten. 
Unless  raw  vegetables,  particularly  cabbage  is  eaten,  it  is  not 
possible  to  ensure  that  the  vitamin  C  intake  is  adequate. 

To  quote  from  the  report  (14-2-47)  “  .  .  .  1  would  say  that 
on  the  whole  the  children  seem  to  have  as  much  as  they  want, 
though  I  have  observed  several  occasions  when  second  helpings 
would  have  been  accepted  if  available.  The  first  part  of  this 
last  statement  is  not  to  be  taken  to  imply  that  the  children  have 
all  they  need  from  a  physiological  viewpoint.”  Bearing  in  mind 
all  the  difficulties  of  present  day  catering,  I  feel  satisfied  that  a 
good  job  is  being  done  and  no  reasonable  opportunity  of  im¬ 
provement  is  being  missed. 

(2)  Isolation  Hospital .  At  the  request  of  Dr.  McDonagh 
some  investigations,  were  made  into  ward  diets  of  convalescent 
patients.  As  the  result  of  a  preliminary  analysis,  diets  for  the 
age  groups  3,  6  and  12  years  were  found  to  be  just  about  adequate 
in  regard  to  protein  and  fat,  but  markedly  deficient  in  calories. 
On  the  other  hand  the  supply  of  milk  was  very  good.  I  may 
add  that  further  and  more  detailed  experiments  fully  substan¬ 
tiated  the  preliminary  findings.  Steps  are  being  taken  to 
remedy  the  position. 

(c)  Miscellaneous. 

Isolation  Hospital.  A  few  bio-chemical  estimations  of  various 
types  were  made  for  the  Resident  Medical  Officer. 

Salivary  pH.  Hydrogen  ion  concentration  and  Diphtheria 
Carriers.  A  suggestion  was  made  that  there  might  be  some  re¬ 
lationship  between  the  hydrogen  ion  concentration  (pH)  of  saliva 
and  the  ability  to  act  as  a  Diphtheria  Carrier.  In  view  of  all 
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the  possible  factors  and  the  known  variations  in  salivary  pH, 
such  a  relationship  particularly  of  a  simple  direct  kind,  seemed 
rather  remote,  but  perhaps  was  worth  investigation.  To  date 
only  a  few  cases  have  been  available,  and  insignificant  results  are 
to  hand. 


Dental  Caries.  Experiments  are  being  carried  out  as  time 
and  opportunity  permit  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Macdonald  of 
the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  into  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  bacterial  types  involved  in  dental  decay.  We  have 
made  some  experiments  on  the  possibility  of  bacterial  attack  on 
the  keratin  like  protein  of  dental  enamel.  The  classical  idea  of 
primary  acid  attack  cannot  explain  all  the  facts,  though  such  a 
mode  of  attack  doubtless  plays  some  part. 

Laboratory  experiments  in  which  the  effect  of  fluoride  on 
the  resistance  of  the  enamel  to  attack  by  acid  forming  agencies, 
was  investigated,  failed  to  demonstrate  any  marked  protection. 

Experiments  on  the  chemical  composition  of  the  extreme 
outer  layers  of  enamel  failed  to  show  any  significant  difference 
as  regards  calcium  and  phosphorous  between  outer  and  inner 

I  layers.  Such  a  difference  if  it  exists  is  probably  of  a  physical 
nature,  though  the  possibility  of  a  higher  concentration  of 
fluoride  in  the  outer  layer  remains  to  be  tested. 

Inhibition  of  growth  of  certain  Myco  Bacteria.  Certain  of 
the  following  experiments  were  carried  out  in  co-operation  with 
Drs.  Macdonald  and  Crone. 

There  was  some  evidence  that  highly  unsaturated  acids  were 
i  bactericidal  to  Myco.  bac.  Tub.  Since  this  work  is  necessarily 
of  long  duration  due  to  the  slow  growth  of  these  organisms  “in 
tVitro,”  the  possibility  of  using  M.Phlei  (a  closely  related  acid- 
fast  organism)  was  investigated.  This  latter  organism  is  much 
faster  growing.  Definite  inhibitory  effects  were  established,  but 
swere  very  considerably  diminished  in  the  presence  of  serum. 


Inhibition  of  the,  growth  of  the  organism  ( Microsporon 
audouini)  chiefly  responsible  for  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp.  A 
paper  appeared  in  Science  (1946,  104,  201)  in  which  evidence 
was  presented  to  show  that  the  immunity  from  Ringworm  of 
adults  and  of  children  entering  upon  adolescence  was  due  to  the 
secretion  of  traces  of  pelargonic  acid  in  sebum.  The  extra¬ 
ordinarily  low  concentrations  (OWOOOdg.  %)  which  were 
?ffective  in  plate  culture  technique  were  so  remarkable  that 
urther  investigation  was  clearly  indicated,  in  view  of  the  pos- 
tjsible  practical  application.  We  have  repeated  these  experiments, 
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and  though  as  yet  we  cannot  get  inhibitory  effects  at  so  low  a 
concentration,  we  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  complete  inhibi¬ 
tion  at  a  concentration  of  1  mg.%  which  is  still  a  very  low  figure 
indeed.  These  experiments  are  proceeding  as  rapidly  as 
possible. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND 
ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

On  the  whole  the  infectious  diseases  in  Norwich  were 
very  quiet  in  1946.  The  table  on  page  53  gives  the  actual  figures 

Diphtheria  showed  an  increase  to  37  cases  with  1  death.  The 
Scarlet  Fever  figures  had  a  decided  drop  to  47.  Acute  Primary 
Pneumonia  showed  a  slight  decrease,  whilst  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia  increased  to  14  cases  and  8  deaths.  Cerebro  Spinal 
Fever  cases  numbered  7,  as  in  1945.  No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever 
were  notified.  Dysentery  showed  a  marked  decrease  and  Food 
Poisoning  figures  showed  a  slight  increase.  Most  of  the  450  cases 
of  Measles  represented  the  final  stage  of  the  outbreak  wdiieh 
occurred  towards  the  end  of  1945.  The  Whooping  Cough  figures 
showed  an  increase  and  Rubella  and  Jaundice  figures  showed  a 
slight  decrease.  3  cases  of  Malaria  contracted  abroad  were 
notified. 

In  January  a  small  outbreak  of  Neo=Nat,al  Gastro  Enteritis 
occurred  in  the  Woodlands  Hospital.  6  cases  and  3  deaths  were 
reported.  Bacteriological  investigations  w^ere  carried  out,  but 
no  organisms  were  found. 

An  outbreak  of  Pemphigus  of  a  rather  severe  type  occurred 
in  a  private  Maternity  Home  in  the  City  during  April,  5  cases 
being  notified.  The  Home  was  closed  on  27th  April  and  reopened 
on  3rd  May.  A  second  outbreak  in  the  same  Home  occurred  in 
May,  and  again  5  cases  were  notified.  The  Home  was  again  closed 
from  18th  to  20th  May. 


SCABIES  ORDER,  1941. 

399  notifications  of  Scabies  were  received  from  general 
practitioners,  and  147  cases  were  brought  to  my  knowledge  from 
the  School  Health  Service  and  other  sources — a  total  of  546 
cases  as  compared  with  897  in  1945.  In  addition,  719  contacts 
examined  at  the  Clinic  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Scabies 
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(compared  with  804  in  1945) ,  making  a  grand  total  of  1265  known 
cases.  The  undermentioned  table  shows  the  sex  distribution  of 
the  cases  notified  : —

were  held  on 

3  sessions  each  week  at  7,  Chapel  Field  North;  the  number  of 
sessions  was  reduced  from  4  each  week  in  May.  Cases  of  Scabies 
are  usually  treated  with  a  hot  bath  and  an  application  of  Benzyl 
Benzoate  on  two  consecutive  days.  Contgpts  not  suffering  from 
the  disease  receive  one  bath  and  Benzyl  Benzoate  treatment  as 
a  preventative  measure.  Two  female  attendants  (one  part  time) 
were  engaged  to  carry  out  the  treatment  of  female  patients  and 
children.  1558  cases  and  contacts  received  2479  treatments. 
Evening  treatment  sessions  for  male  adults  were  held  and  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  a  male  attendant  to  carry  out  this  work  when 
required.  539  male  cases  and  contacts  received  780  treatments. 
3  male  cases  were  treated  as  out-patients  at  the  Woodlands 
Hospital,  and  made  5  attendances.  12  cases  received  treatment  as 
in-patients  at  the  Woodlands  Hospital  and  13  cases  were  treated 
hi  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

I  received  notifications  from  General  Practitioners  that  26 
persons  were  infested  with  Vermin.  In  addition,  22  verminous 
cases  were  referred  to  the  Scabies  Clinic  by  the  School  Health 
Service  and  other  sources,  these  being  chiefly  cases  of  school 
children  in  which  there  had  been  a  previous  offence,  and  185  con¬ 
tacts  of  verminous  cases  were  themselves  found  to  be  verminous. 
Cleansing  of  persons  with  verminous  heads  has  been  carried  out 
at  Churchman  House ;  177  persons  were  cleansed,  making  264 
attendances.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  head-cleansing  activities 
of  the  School  Health  Service.  16  verminous  persons  were  cleansed 
as  out-patients  at  the  Woodlands  Hospital,  and  15  verminous 
persons  were  treated  in  that  Hospital  and  1  case  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.

Of  the  cases  notified  53.34  per  cent,  were  males  and  46.66 
per  cent,  were  females.  54.38  per  cent,  were  married,  38.59  per 
pent  single,  and  7.03  per  cent  were  widowed.  A  family  history 
pf  Tuberculosis  was  revealed  in  33.33  per  cent,  of  105  cases  of

To  clarify  the  significance  of  the  figures  in  the  above  lists, 
:it  is  perhaps  advisable  to  explain  that  the  terms  “new  cases” 
:and  “notifications”  are  not  synonymous.  “Notifications”  are 
those  cases  which  have  been  notified  to  me  in  accordance  with 
:the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1912,  and  subsequent  amendments,  but  “new  cases”  in¬ 
clude,  in  addition  to  formal  notifications,  all  other  cases  brought 
to  my  knowledge  during  the  year  for  the  first  time,  such  as 
transfers  from  other  areas,  posthumous  notifications  and  informa¬ 
tion  from  the  death  returns.  The  notifications  of  pulmonary 
leases  represent  an  increase  of  10  on  the  previous  year’s  figures; 
the  23  non-pulmonary  notifications  were  4  less  than  in  1945,  and 
[represent  a  substantial  decrease  on  the  corresponding  figures  of 
the  immediate  pre-war  years,  1937  and  1938,  namely  40  and  43 
respectively.  The  total  new  cases,  including  formal  notifications, 
of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  147.  The 
equivalent  number  for  1945  was  150.  Included  in  the  formal 
notifications  are  members  of  the  services  who  have  become  tuber¬ 
culous  and  for  whose  further  treatment  or  supervision  I  have  been 
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asked  to  arrange.  During  the  year  8  patients,  normally  residing 
in  the  city  but  still  in  the  fighting  services,  received  treatment 
arranged  by  me  in  Kelling  and  other  sanatoria  under  the  recently 
introduced  long  term  treatment  scheme.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  however  that  deaths  among  Service  cases  having  treatment 
under  the  long  term  treatment  scheme  up  to  the  time  of  death 
are  recorded  as  Service  deaths  and  are  not  included  in  the  City’s 
mortality  figures. 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  numbered  79  in  1946. 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  68  deaths.  Of  the  11 
non-pulmonary  deaths,  8  occurred  in  children  and  3  in  adults  :  — 
1  from  T.B.  Meningitis,  1  from  T.B.  Spine,  and  1  from  Miliary 
T.B. 

The  total  deaths  were  an  increase  of  13  on  the  previous 
year’s  figures,  and  in  spite  of  the  increased  population  the  death 
rate  rose  from  0.637  in  1945  to  0.703,  the  increase  being  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  increase  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis  deaths. 

A  study  of  the  death  rate  graph  shows  that  the  normal  line 
of  drop  in  the  mortality  figures  experienced  a  setback  from  the 
outbreak  of  war,  and  there  is  still  no-  sign  of  a  drop  to  the  normal 
line  of  fall.  This  would  suggest  that  the  adverse  conditions 
which  began  with  the  onset  of  war  have  not  yet  been  overcome. 
One  gratifying  feature  is  that  during  the  recent  war  years  there 
has  been  no  actual  increase  in  the  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
death  rate,  which  contrasts  favourably  with  the  first  world  war, 
when  the  figures  rose  from  0.38  to  0.73  per  thousand  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  I  have  no  doubt  that  any  improvement  in  the  housing 
problem  and  the  food  situation  will  be  reflected  in  a  return  to  a 
steady  and  progressive  decrease  of  the  tuberculosis  figures.

Dispensary  Work.  The  arrangements  were  as  in  1945.  The 
Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  made  1446  examinations,  including 
contacts,  at  the  clinic,  and  164  at  the  patients’  homes.  97  con¬ 
tacts  were  examined  for  the  first  time,  excluding  contacts  ex¬ 
amined  at  the  School  Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  846 
X-ray  examinations  were  made  of  788  pulmonary  and  58  non- 
pulmonary  cases  by  Dr.  J.  Staines  Austin.  All  sputum 
examinations  were  done  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  again  have 
been  utilised  frequently  for  examination  of  cases  referred  from 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  Medical  Boards  and 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

Six  patients  were  referred  for  dental  treatment.  Dentures 
were  supplied  to  12  patients.  Operative  measures,  e.g.,  artificial 
pneumothorax  and  phrenicectomy  have  been  arranged  through 
the  various  Sanatorium  Authorities. 

Home  Visits. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  in  addition  to  107  primary 
visits  made  1218  re-visits  to  old  cases.  1181  visits  were  paid  by 
the  Cavell  Nurses,  316  of  which  were  made  for  temperature- 
pulse  records  for  diagnostic  purposes ;  the  remainder,  were  for 
home  nursing. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

(i)  Thirty-five  beds  are  reserved  for  men  at  Kelling  Sana¬ 
torium  and  9  for  women  at  Bramblewood  Sanatorium.  Patients 
were  also  treated  at  Papworth  Village  Settlement,  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital  and  Brampton  Hospital,  London.  Patients 
in  Bramblewood  Sanatorium  requiring  surgical  treatment  were 
sent  to  the  Cromer  and  District  Hospital. 

(ii)  Isolation  Hospital — 2  blocks,  giving  12  beds  for  males 
and  12  for  females  was  the  pre-war  arrangement;  this  has  had 
to  be  modified  as  required,  but  the  available  accommodation 
remains  unaltered. 

(iii)  Cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  in  adults  were  treated  at 
Papworth  Village  Settlement,  the  Royal  National  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  and  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital.  Children  were 
treated  at  Melton  Lodge,  the  Fletcher  Convalescent  Home  and 
the  local  general  hospitals.  5  Lupus  patients  were  sent  to 
London  Hospital  and  made  73  attendances.  8  Lupus  patients 
made  101  attendances  for  light  treatment  at  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital,  and  4  patients  suffering  from  other  forms  of 
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:  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  made  59  attendances  at  the  local 
[general  hospitals  for  light  treatment.  740  artificial  pneumothorax 
[refills  were  given  in  respect  of  51  patients. 

(iv)  The  Woodlands  Hospital  was  also  utilised  when 
(necessary  for  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  cases. 

The  total  number  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  treated 
in  Institutions  other  than  the  Woodlands  Hospital  was  101  adult 
smales  and  59  females.  Non-pulmonary  cases  who  received  treat¬ 
ment  in  Institutions  outside  the  city  were  1  adult  male  and  8 
children.  2  adult  males,  2  females  and  8  children  were  treated 
in  the  local  general  hospitals.  Institutional  treatment  is  pro¬ 
vided  free  to  all  patients  irrespective  of  means.  As  in  previous 
; years  help  is  also  given  in  respect  of  clothes,  surgical  instruments, 
i  pocket  money  and  the  travelling  expenses  of  patients  and 
relatives. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

Extra  nourishment  was  supplied  in  necessitous  cases  on  the 
[recommendation  of  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  orders 
swere  given  for  the  supply  of  50,001  pints  of  milk,  15  eggs,  1000 
i Calciferol  Tablets,  1000  Advita  Capsules  and  20lbs.  Cod  Liver 
[Oil  and  Malt.  Clothing  and  bedding  have  also  been  given  in  a 
Tew  cases;  pocket  sputum  flasks  and  disinfectants  are  given  for 
The  ready  disposal  of  infected  sputum.  The  disinfection  of  rooms 
vacated  by  patients  has  been  carried  out  gratuitously. 

Housing,  etc. 

Fourteen  families  were  re-housed  on  my  recommendation. 

Maintenance  Allowances. 

As  outlined  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  266/T, 
[Maintenance  and  Discretionary  Allowances,  and  in  some  cases 
[special  payments,  were  granted  to  certain  patients  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  who  were  undergoing  treatment  as 
recommended  by  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Chronic 
cases  are  not  included  in  the  scheme,  but  only  those  for  whom 
i  treatment  means  an  interruption  of  earnings  or  other  income. 
Non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  not1  dealt  with  under  this  scheme. 

Applications  for  assistance  were  granted  to  23  persons  during 
the  year. 

Thirty  persons  were  receiving  the  allowances  on  31st 
December,  1946. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  team,  consisting  of  the  following  : — Medical  Director, 
Deputy  Medical  Director,  Consultant  Radiologist,  two  Radio¬ 
graphers,  Organising  Secretary  and  two  Clerks,  was  formed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Members  of  the  team,  excluding  the 
Medical  Director  and  Consultant  Radiologist,  attended  the 
Ministry  of  Health  four  weeks  training  course  in  London  from 
14th  January  to  8th  February. 

After  premises  had  been  obtained  and  modified  at  Chantry 
House,  Chantry  Court,  Theatre  Street,  Norwich,  the  Unit  took 
over  occupation  on  30th  April. 

The  X-ray  machine  was  received  on  10th  May,  but  owing 
to  adjustments  having  to  be  made  and  the  inability  to  obtain 
and  fit  technical  parts,  together  with  delay  in  obtaining  acces¬ 
sories,  the  Unit  was  not  ready  to  begin  operations  until  the  end 
of  November. 

On  19th  December  the  Unit  was  officially  opened  by  the 
Lord  Mayor,  and  the  ceremony  was  attended  by  the  Sheriff, 
Aldermen  and  Councillors,  and  certain  officials,  who  were  sub¬ 
sequently  X-rayed.  The  Unit,  however,  did  not  actually 
commence  to  operate  until  early  in  1947. 


CANCER. 

The  Cancer  Act,  1939,  came  into  operation  on  the  29tb 
March,  1939,  but  owing  to  the  War,  Local  Authorities  have  at  the 
moment  been  given  until  31st  March,  1948,  to  submit  their 
arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  disease  to 
the  Minister  of  Health. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 
for  the  operative,  radium  and  deep  X-ray  Therapy  treatment  of 
cancer.  This  Hospital  is  the  Regional  Radium  Centre  for  this.: 
district,  and  has  a  loan  from  the  Radium  Commission  of  410 
milligrammes  of  radium.  Cancer  cases  are  also  admitted  too 
Woodlands  Hospital. 

The  following  is  a  copy  extract  from  the  17th  Annual  Report: 
of  the  National  Radium  Trust  and  Radium  Commission,, 
1945-46:  — 

“Norwich,  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

The  Annual  Report  from  this  Centre  states  that  the: 

work  of  the  Department  has  been  considerably  eased  by  the: 

partial  return  of  peace-time  conditions.  Radium  treatments 
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were  carried  out  by  the  Honorary  Surgeons,  and  the  former 
Radium  Officer  has  returned  as  Cancer  Registrar.  A  part- 
time  physicist  has  been  employed  in  the  X-ray  Department 
and  the  Centre  has  advertised  for  a  full-time  radiotherapist. 
As  stated  in  earlier  Reports,  the  Commission  anticipates  that 
the  work  of  this  Centre  will  be  associated  with  that  of 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  Cambridge,  and  the  East  Suffolk 
and  Ipswich  Hospital  to  form  a  single  organisation  to  serve 
East  Anglia.” 


WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

(For  year  ended  31st  March,  1947.) 

|  33  persons  were  examined  for  blindness.  24  were  certified 

i blind.  26  cases  on  the  observation  register  were  re-examined;  5 
were  certified  blind  and  1  blind  evacuee  was  added  to  the 
register,  making  a  total  of  30  new  cases  registered.  8  persons 
were  transferred  in  from  other  districts. 

44  names  were  removed  from  the  register,  39  due  to  death 
and  5  persons  removed  to  other  districts.  7  blind  persons  were 
re-examined,  1  of  whom  was  de-certified.  There  were  174  males 
and  185  females  on  the  register  on  the  31st  March,  1947.  Of 
these,  38  males  and  10  females  were  in  employment;  15  males  and 
26  females  in  Institutions;  3  males  and  1  female  under  training; 
1  male  and  1  female  are  at  the  East  Anglian  School  for  Blind  and 
Deaf  Children. 

£12,139  16s.  Od.  was  paid  during  the  year  to  a  weekly 
average  number  of  221  unemployable  and  other  necessitous  blind 
persons  and  their  dependants.  212  blind  persons  were  receiving 
allowances  on  the  31st  March,  1947.  Sums  received  from  other 
authorities  under  Section  3  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  and 
in  connection  with  War  Evacuees  amounted  to  £513  12s.  10d., 
and  £588  2s.  6d.  was  paid  to  other  authorities. 

A  minimum  wage  has  been  adopted  for  the  blind  workshop 
employees  at  the  Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind,  for  whom 
the  Council  are  responsible,  on  the  basis  for  males  of  the  same 
hourly  rate  from  time  to  time  as  the  minimum  wage  award  of 
the  Eastern  District  Council  for  Local  Authorities’  Non-Trading 
Services  (Manual  Workers)  as  applicable  in  Norwich,  and  for 
females  of  75  per  cent,  of  such  hourly  rate.  The  Council  makes  a 
grant  to  the  Norwich  Institution.  On  the  31st  March,  1947,  this 
grant  was  at  the  rate  of  £127  16s.  Od.  per  annum  per  employee. 
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Under  the  scheme  individual  male  workers  receive,  in  addition 
to  the  minimum  wage,  their  earnings  at  trade  rates  in  so  far  as 
they  exceed  half  the  minimum  wage.  Female  workers  receive 
likewise  their  earnings  in  so'  far  as  they  exceed  one-third  of  the 
minimum  wage. 

The  rate  of  payment  to  the  Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind 
for  Home  inmates  remained  at  ,£90  per  annum. 

The  Home  Teachers  paid  5248  visits  and  gave  334  lessons  ir 
Handicrafts,  Braille  and  Moon  at  the  homes  of  blind  persons 
They  also  conducted  an  informal  class  in  Handicrafts  at  Church¬ 
man  House  on  one  half-day  each  week.  About  12  persons 
attended  regularly  and  received  316  lessons  in  various  handi 
crafts.  An  average  of  4  persons  also  attended  a  Talking  Bool 
Group  held  at  Churchman  House  on  Thursday  afternoons. 

Socials  for  the  Blind  were  held  monthly  at  Calvert  Stree 
Methodist  Schoolroom  (excepting  during  July  and  August)  whei 
local  artistes  kindly  entertained.  All  blind  persons  able  to: 
attend  were  invited.  Light  refreshments  were  served  on  eacl 
occasion.  The  cost  of  these  socials  is  paid  by  the  Norwich 
Institution  for  the  Blind. 

Outings  for  blind  persons  in  two  parties  were  arranged  or 
July  22nd  and  31st,  through  the  kindness  of  the  NorwicI 
Rotary  Club  and  the  Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind.  Had 
party  went  to  Great  Yarmouth  by  road;  entertainment  and  tei 
were  provided. 

Eight  all-mains  sets,  1  battery  set,  and  163  “Relays”  ar 
in  use  by  blind  persons,  through  the  British  “Wireless  for  tha 
Blind”  Fund.  Free  “Relay”  Service  has  been  arranged  ii 
8  cases  where  blind  persons  had  a  “Relay”  installed  prior  t: 
blindness.  Batteries  and  other  accessories  can  be  purchase* 
through  the  Health  Department  from  the  British  “Wireless  foi 
the  Blind”  Fund  at  reduced  prices.  The  Southern  Regiona 
Association  for  the  Blind  makes  grants  for  the  maintenance  a 
wireless  sets  and  relays.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER.

i  (1)  Staff.  See  pages  6,  9,  10  and  11. 

(2)  General  Information.  Clinics.  Clinics  continue  to 
function  normally  except  the  orthopaedic  clinic  which  is 
handicapped  by  inability  to  obtain  physiotherapists,  despite 
continuous  endeavours.  Since  April  there  has  been  no  full-time 
orthopaedic  masseuse  (two  are  required)  and  some  of  the  work  is 
carried  on  by  a  part-time  nurse.  This  shortage  of  staff  means 
tthat  for  those  children  in  the  Primary  and  Modern  Secondary 
[schools  for  whom  remedial  exercises  have  been  recommended, 
} nothing  is  done  except  the  issue  of  charts  giving  written  instruc¬ 
tions.  This,  of  course,  is  not  satisfactory.  Another  result  of 
the  staff  shortage  is  that  clinics  cannot  be  held  more  frequently, 
and  in  consequence  re-examinations  are  delayed  beyond  the 
jappointed  date  and  the  list  of  new  cases  awaiting  examination 
by  the  orthopsedic  surgeon  continues  to  mount.  Considerable 
I  delay  is  still  experienced  in  the  wedging  of  shoes,  and  many 
i parents  experience  difficulty  in  having  this  done  if  no  spare  pair 
I  is  available. 

A  speech  therapy  clinic  was  added  to  the  other  activities  in 
[May,  1946. 

Health  of  Children.  The  health  of  the  children  continues 
to  be  very  good,  but  the  standard  of  clothing  and  footwear  is  in 
many  cases  below  pre-war. 

With  regard  to  skin  disease,  scabies  which  has  been  such 
a  bug-bear  during  the  War  years  shows  a  marked  drop — 843 
cases  compared  with  565  in  1945.  This  figure  is  still  very  much 
higher  than  what  was  usual  before  the  War,  but  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  fall  will  continue  steeply  during  the  coming  year, 
although  overcrowding  and  lack  of  suitable  houses  will  be  factors 
to  be  reckoned  with.  There  were  11  cases  of  ringworm  of  scalp 
compared  with  8  in  the  previous  year.  Although  this  is  not  a 
high  number  compared  with  some  adjacent  areas,  it  is  higher 
than  one  likes,  and  compares  unfavourably  with  a  nil  return  in 
some  of  the  pre-war  years. 

Infectious  disease  has  been  quiet  during  the  year  and  apart 
from  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  from  6  to 
20,  and  in  w hooping  cough,  other  infections  have  been  less 
prevalent. 
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Five  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  (including 
2  at  independent  schools)  compared  with  4  in  1945,  and  11  of 
the  non-pulmonary  type  compared  with  13 — or  rather  less  than 
one  case  per  month. 

Uncleanliness  of  the  head  dropped  from  592  cases  in  1945 
to  263  cases,  and  compares  with  235  in  1939. 

Juvenile  Delinquency .  For  the  first  time  for  many  years 
a  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  juvenile  delinquency  can  be 
recorded.  283  cases  (261  boys  and  22  girls)  compared  with  368 
cases  in  1945;  but  even  this  is  a  huge  number  compared  with 
57  in  1939  and  20  in  1937. 

Deaths.  There  were  16  deaths  between  the  ages  of  5  and 
14  years,  as  compared  with  14  in  1945.  The  causes  of  death 
were  Miliary  Tuberculosis  1,  T.B.  Meningitis  1,  'Meningo¬ 
coccal  Meningitis  1,  Peritonitis  1,  Cerebellar  Atrophy  1,  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  1,  Congenital  Heart  Disease  1,  Violence  4,  Poly¬ 
posis  Coli  1,  Intestinal  Obstruction  1,  Ileo-Colic  Intussusception 
1,  Tonsillectomy  1,  Gastric  Ulcer  1. 

It  should  be  noted  that  4  out  of  the  16  deaths  (25%)  were: 
due  to  accidental  violence.  (2  drowning;  1  crushed  bv  fall  of:1 
air-raid  shelter;  1  accidental  burns). 

Invalid  Children’ s  Aid  Association.  The  Invalid  Children’s!' 
Aid  Association  continues  to  do  valuable  work  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  treatment  for  children  suffering  from 
Anaemia,  Debility,  etc.,  mainly  by  the  provision  of  Malt  and  Oil,, 
Virol,  etc.,  either  free  or  at  part  or  cost  price.  180  new  patients: 
received  such  treatment  during  the  year,  and  780  attendances 
(by  both  new'’  and  old  patients)  were  made  to  the  Association’s: 
Office. 

The  lack  of  convalescent  homes  managed  by  the  Association 
continues  to  be  keenly  felt,  none  having  as  yet  been  re-opened.. 
During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  6  debilitated 
children  to  have  holidays  in  the  country.  A  contribution  of  £25 
per  annum  is  made  by  the  Education  Authority  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Certified  Special  Schools.  There  is  no  change  in  the  conduct! 
or  regime  of  the  certified  special  schools,  although  lack  of  ac¬ 
commodation  prevents  the  East  Anglian  School  at  Gorleston 
from  admitting  two  cases.  (See  page  90). 
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Hospital  Treatment — Special  Arrangements.  Two  boys 
were  admitted  during  the  year  to  the  Plastic  Surgery  Centre  at 
The  Queen  Victoria  Hospital,  East  Grinstead,  and  received 
treatment  for  facial  paralysis. 

•  i 

They  had  been  recommended  for  admission  in  1945,  and 
the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Education  was  received  in 
September  of  that  year. 

In  November,  1946,  a  girl  who  was  found  at  School  Medical 
Inspection  to  be  suffering  from  an  extensive  birthmark,  involving 
most  of  the  right  side  of  the  face,  was  recommended  to  receive 
treatment  from  the  Radium  Institute,  London.  The  Local 
Authority  agreed  to  accept  financial  responsibility,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  of  Education,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  this  approval  was  still  awaited. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  payments  by  the  Local 
Authority  to  voluntary  hospitals  for  treatment  of  pupils  attend¬ 
ing  maintained  schools,  and  the  remuneration  of  the  visiting 
medical  staffs  of  voluntary  hospitals  for  their  services  in  respect 
of  pupils  for  whose  maintenance  and  treatment  at  hospital  the 
Authority  has  accepted  responsibility,  no  final  agreement  had 
been  reached,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  between  representatives  of 
the  Local  Authority  and  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  and  Jenny 
Lind  Hospitals.

Ailments  Clinic,  and  the  Saturday  morning  “special”  Clinics  at 
Churchman  Mouse,  and  43,650  at  the  District  Clinics,  exclusive 
of  attendances  for  the  treatment  of  discharging  ears. 


Treatment  of  Otorrhcea. 

16  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Ear  Specialist  during  the 
year.  14  cases  recurred  and  49  continued  from  the  previous  year. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  41  cases  on  the  books. 


School  Dental  Service. 

The  Senior  School  Dental  Officer  Reports  :  — 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  Staff  during  the  year. 
Mr.  IT.  D.  Hoggard  relinquished  his  temporary  appointment 
as  Assistant  School  Dental  Officer  on  March  31st,  1946. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Summers  was  appointed  temporary  Assistant  Scnool 
Dental  Officer,  and  commenced  duties  on  January  8th,  1946.  He:, 
was  subsequently  placed  on  the  permanent  staff  with  effect  from: 
September  2nd,  1946.  The  Committee  having  sanctioned  the 
appointment  of  a  fourth  Dental  Officer,  Mr.  I.  F.  Burns  was 
appointed  and  commenced  duties  on  October  1st,  1946. 

With  the  Committee’s  approval,  Mr.  Summers  and  Air.  Burns 
attended  Refresher  Courses  for  demobilised  dental  Officers  in 
October  and  November,  1946.  These  courses  were  held  at  the 
Eastman  Dental-Clinic  in  London,  and  comprised  lectures, 
demonstrations  and  practical  work  in  acrylics,  anaesthetics,  and 
children’s  dentistry. 

In  October,  1945,  the  Committee  sanctioned  the  transfer  ol 
the  Dental  Clinic  from  Churchman  House  to  more  suitable  pre¬ 
mises  at  36,  Unthank  Road.  This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Education  and  was  approved.  After  considerable 
alterations  and  additions  to  the  new  premises,  the  Clinic  was 
transferred  on  September  1st,  1946.  The  new  premises  comprise 
four  separate  surgeries,  thus  enabling  each  Dental  Officer  to  worl- 
in  his  own  surgery,  which  is  essential  when  treating  youngs 
patients. 

With  the  expansion  of  the  clinic,  new  equipment  had  to  b<  ; 
obtained,  and  this  included  a  modern  electric  Dental  Unit,  whicl! 
is  proving  very  efficient. 
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Also  included  in  this  equipment  was  a  Watson  Dental  X-ray 
Unit,  which  was  installed  in  September,  1946.  This  Unit  is  a 
most  valuable  acquisition  to  the  Clinic,  and  is  of  great  assistance 
in  diagnosis.  The  developing  of  the  films  is  carried  out  on  the 
premises  by  the  Dental  Staff,  thus  eliminating  any  delay  in 
diagnosis  and  treatment.  Films  taken  of  the  permanent  teeth 
before  eruption  have  been  of  considerable  help  in  determining 
subsequent  orthodontic  treatment. 

Some  of  the  new  methods  of  regulating  children’s  teeth, 
which  were  demonstrated  at  the  Kastman  Dental  Clinic,  have 
been  tried  and  definite  progress  is  being  made.  In  these  cases, 
however,  a  considerable  length  of  time  must  elapse  before  the 
final  result  is  achieved. 

Dental  treatment  of  a  conservative  nature  is  still  carried 
out  in  the  outlying  schools,  and  it  is  hoped  to  bring  the  equip¬ 
ment  more  up  to  date  next  year  with  the  introduction  of  a 
portable  electric  dental  engine. 

Dr.  Nunn,  the  bio-chemist  in  co-operation  with  the  Dental 
Officers,  is  making  an  investigation  into  the  probable  cause  or 
causes  of  dental  caries,  and  for  this  purpose  children  in  the 
Residential , Homes,  such  as  Anguish’s,  and  Turner  Road,  have 
had  their  teeth  examined  twice  in  the  last  six  months.  To 
assist  in  this  investigation,  teeth  extracted  at  the  Clinic  have 
been  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  research  purposes. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

The  Dental  Officers  devoted  43  half  days  to  the  inspection 
af  children  in  the  schools  and  examined  4459  scholars — an 
average  of  103.7  per  session.  2993  or  67  per  cent,  were  found 
:o  require  treatment  and  1732  or  57.9  per  cent,  attended  at  the 
dlinic  for  treatment. 

1732  children  were  referred  to  the  Dental  Clinic  by  the 
School  Medical  Officers,  Head  Teachers  and  School  Nurses  for 
examination.  Of  these  1442  were  treated. 

The  total  number  of  children  treated  during  the  year  was 
7658,  the  number  of  attendances  being  8621. 

6128  fillings  were  done  in  permanent  teeth,  and  61  in  tem¬ 
porary  teeth,  making  a  total  of  6189. 

765  permanent  teeth  were  extracted  of  which  120  were 
removed  for  orthodontic  purposes,  and  3372  temporary  teeth  were 
extracted. 
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The  number  of  general  anaesthetics  administered  was  1499. 

Included  in  other  operations  were  135  root  treatments,  and 
502  visits  for  orthodontic  treatment.  * 

During  the  year  68  orthodontic  appliances  were  made,  and 
of  these  21  were  oral  screens. 

The  number  of  patients  who  were  X-rayed  from  October 
1st  to  December  31st  was  50. 

In  cases  where  the  crowns  of  the  front  teeth  have  been 
fractured,  due  to  falls  off  bicycles,  etc.,  or  from  caries,  acrylic 
crowns  have  been  fitted.  22  of  these  crowns  wrere  made  during 
the  year. 

103  fraena  were  dissected. 

There  were  2912  other  operations  which  include  root  treat¬ 
ments,  scalings,  dissection  of  fraena,  gum  treatments,  temporary 
fillings  and  X-ray  films. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

172  new  cases  (Primary)  and  145  new  cases  (Secondary) 
were  referred  during  the  year,  while  114  Primary  and  68 
Secondary  cases  were  discharged  as  fit.  698  Primary  and  372 
Secondary  scholars  continued  [treatment  from  the  previous  year. 
1  was  treated  in  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  13  in  General 
Hospitals. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  701  Primary  and  404  Secondary  cases 
were  under  observation  or  treatment. 

In  addition  277  cases  under  school  age  were  under  observa¬ 
tion  or  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  21  cases  under  school 
age  were  discharged  as  fit  during  the  year.  31  cases  above 
school  age  and  whose  treatment  was  continued  under  the  Health 
Committee  were  kept  under  observation  or  treatment  during  the 
year. 

Tuberculosis  Coses.  7  cases  attended  the  Clinic  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year,  and  28  other  cases  continued  attend¬ 
ance  from  the  previous  year.  The  diagnoses  in  these  cases  were 
Hip  12;  Knee  2;  Spine  17;  Other  Bones  and  Joints  4.

Uncleanliness. 

The  School  Nurses  made  34,667  examinations  in  the  Primary 
Schools,  5009  in  the  Modern  Secondary  Schools  and  1589  in  the 
Secondary  Grammar  Schools.  1801  Primary,  64  Modern  Secondary 
and  11  Secondary  Grammar  School  Scholars  were  found  unclean 
by  the  School  Nurses.  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under 
Section  73  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  Act,  1933,  on  parents  in 
respect  of  0.6%  of  the  children  examined.  (This  percentage  figure 
is  based  on  the  number  of  individual  children  found  unclean  by 
the  School  Nurses  only.). 

A  total  of  288  notices  were  served  concerning  263  children, 
including  those  found  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  and1  School 
Nurses,  and  these  cases  were  dealt  with  as  follows:  —

•  7  parents  were  prosecuted  in  respect  of  15  children.  Fines 
varying  from  2/6  to  10/-  were  imposed.  Letters  of  warning  were 
sent  in  5  cases.  13  other  cases  of  uncleanliness  were  dealt  with 
at  the  Clinic,  no^  Statutory  Notices  being  issued. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  IN  SCHOOLS,  1946. 
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In  addition  there  were  three  cases  of  Pulmonary  T.B.  (Model,  George  White  and  C  olman  Road  Special  Schools),  one  case  of  Erysipelas 
(Rarkman),  eight  eases  of  Pneumonia  (Rarknaan  3;  Dowson,  Earlham,  Nelson  Street,  Wensum  View  and  Colman  Road — one  each), 
and  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  (Heigham  House  and  Willow  Pane  Schools). 


Speech  Therapy. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Education  Physical  Care  (Sub) 
Committee  of  5th  November,  1945,  authority  was  given  for 
arrangements  to  be  made  with  Miss  Doreen  Barber,  T.C.S.T., 
to  undertake  Speech  Therapy  work  on  a  part-time  basis  (5 
sessions  weekly)  as  from  1st  April,  1946. 

43  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  speech  defects  at 
recent  medical  inspections  were  brought  forward  for  review  by 
Miss  Barber,  and  of  these  30  were  considered  to  be  in  need  of 
immediate  treatment. 

The  locations  of  the  Speech  Centres  were  chosen  after  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  schools  attended  by  the  selected  cases,  and  were 
as  follows  :  — 

Catton  Grove  School  (Welfare  Room)  5  children  (Monday 
mornings) . 

George  White  School  (Welfare  Room)  8  children  (Wednes¬ 
day  mornings). 

Churchman  House — 6  children  (Wednesday  afternoons). 

Tarkman  Lane  School  (Welfare  Room)  8  children  (Friday 
mornings) . 

Colman  Road  Special  School  (Medical  Room)  3  children 
(Friday  afternoons).  * 

The  first  treatment  session  was  held  on  Monday,  13th  May, 
1946. 

On  the  14th  May  a  list  of  16  names  was  received  from  the 
Plead  Teacher  of  Tarkman  Tane  Infants’  School,  of  children 
considered  by  her  to  be  in  need  of  Speech  Therapy.  Arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  Miss  Barber  to  examine  them,  and  8  were 
finally  chosen  as  suitable  for  immediate  training. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  thus  found  to  be  in  need  of 
treatment  on  the  North  Earlham  Estate,  it  was  decided  to  close 
the  centre  at  the  Colman  Road  School,  transferring  the  three 
children  who  had  been  treated  there  to  Churchman  House.  An 
additional  session  was  held  instead  at  the  Tarkman  Tane  School. 

On  23rd  May  it  was  decided  to  circularise  the  Head  Teachers 
regarding  the  Speech  Centres,  requesting  them  to  forward  parti¬ 
culars  of  any  children  which  came  to  their  notice,  who  they 
considered  might  derive  benefit  from  special  training.  As  a 
result  of  this,  Head  Teachers  of  27  school  departments. suggested 
a  total  of  95  children,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
Speech  Therapist  to  examine  them.  31  were  considered  suitable 
for  immediate  training. 
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Because  of  the  numbers  already  in  attendance,  and  the  fact 
that  no  additional  sessions  were  possible,  not  all  these  cases  could 
be  undertaken  at  once,  and  a  waiting  list  was  therefore  compiled, 
from  which  cases  were  selected  as  vacancies  occurred. 

In  September,  owing  to  the  transfer  of  several  cases  from 
Larkman  Lane  Infants5  to  the  Gurney  Primary  School,  it  was 
found  desirable  to  hold  one  weekly  session  only,  at  the  former 
school  (on  Friday  mornings),  and  spend  the  Friday  afternoon 
session  at  the  Gurney  Primary  School. 

Again,  in  November,  with  the  discharge  as  fit  of  a  number 
of  cases  from  the  George  White  Centre,  and  with  none  to  replace 
them  from  this  area,  it  was  decided  that  the  Speech  Therapist 
should  attend  there  for  one  half  session  only,  each  week,  the 
other  half  being  spent  at  Wensum  View  Primary  School,  from 
which  four  cases  had  hitherto  been  attending  the  centre  at 
Churchman  House. 

At  the  same  time,  the  days  on  which  these  sessions  were 
held  were  changed,  at  the  request  of  the  Speech  Therapist,  the 
Churchman  House  session  being  held,  in  future,  on  Tuesday 
afternoons,  and  the  George  White  and  Wensum  View  sessions 
on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  cases  were  attending  the  centres  as 
follows: — Catton  Grove  Centre,  10;  Churchman  House  Centre, 
10;  George  White  Centre,  5;  Wensum  View  Centre,  4;  Larkman 
Lane  Centre,  11;  Gurney  Centre,  8. 

In  addition,  2  cases  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  treatment 
as  soon  as  vacancies  at  the  appropriate  centres  occurred,  20  cases 
were  under  observation  only,  and  2  cases  who  had  been  suggested 
by  Head  Teachers  as  suitable  for  treatment  were  awaiting  an 
initial  interview  with  the  Speech  Therapist. 

From  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  classes  on  13th 
May,  1946,  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  a  total  of  75  cases  had 
received  training,  of  whom  1  stammerer  and  23  children  with 
other  speech  defects  had  been  discharged'  as  fit. 

A  total  of  843  attendances  were  made  at  the  centres  during 
the  year  by  school  children. 

The  Speech  Therapist  reports  as  follows  :  — 

“Our  speech  cases  fall  broadly  into  two  classes,  stammering 
and  speech  defects,  stammering  being  treated  as  a  symptom  of  an 
underlying  nervous  disorder.  After  psychological  readjustment, 
patients  are  trying  out  methods  of  self  control  over  the  stammer. 
It  appears  we  have 'fewer  stammering  cases  in  the  school  centres 
than  before  the  war. 
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“Speech  defects  include  dyslalia  and  cleft  palate  speech.  We 
are  anxious  to  concentrate  on  major  speech  defects  needing 
specialist  treatment,  and  in  no  way  to  overlap  with  minor  speech 
difficulties  which  will  right  themselves  automatically  with  the 
excellent  speech  work  given  in  nursery  classes.” 

Child  Guidance. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  has  been  administered  since  1942 
by  the  Psychiatric  Services  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Education  and  Public  Health  Committees.  The  Clinic 
was  held  for  a  time  in  Churchman  House,  then  at  the  City  Hall 
for  a  short  while,  followed  by  about  3  years  in  some  premises 
in  Unthank  Road  loaned  for  the  purpose  by  the  Mental  Treat¬ 
ment  Committee.  In  December,  1946,  more  permanent  premises 
were  made  available  in  Surrey  Street,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Clinic  will  progress  in  these  new  surroundings. 

Since  the  Clinic  in  this  form  was  founded  in  1942,  339 
Norwich  children  and  7  out-county  children  have  been  seen  at 
the  Clinic.  Total  attendances  were  3884.  Most  of  the  cases 
appearing  at  the  Juvenile  Courts  have  been  reported  upon.  During 
1946  70  new  cases  were  seen  and  873  attendances  were  made. 

Tire  Clinic  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Dr.  Constance 
D.  Roberts  and  Miss  McQuitty  (Educational  Psychologist).  Dr. 
F.  H.  Healey  acts  in  a  consultative  capacity. 

(4)  Infections  Diseases.  The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 

rose  to-  20,  there  being  no  deaths.  Of  the  20'  cases,  2  were 
immunised. 

Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Rubella,  Chicken  Pox,  Mumps,  Non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  Dysentery  and  Jaundice  showed  a 
reduction  whilst  Whooping  Cough  showed  an  increase. 

During  the  year  1733  new  cases  (483  school  children  and  1250 
others)  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  1048  final  tests — 
288  school  children  and  760  others — were  made,  of  which  9  school 
children  and  15  others  gave  positive  results.  From  1935,  the  year 
in  which  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinics  commenced  in 
Norwich,  a  total  of  18,591  cases  have  been  injected,  and  13,753 
cases  have  produced  negative  results  after  a  final  Schick  test. 
Approximately  9064  of  the  children  attending  school  at  the  end 
of  the  year  have  been  immunised — that  is  59.3%.  593  school 

children  and  36  under  school  age  received  supplementary  doses. 

391  children,  of  whom  388  were  under  school  age,  were 
vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough. 
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3  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (2  pulmonary  and  1  non-pulmonary ) , 
2  cases  and  2  contacts  of  Scarlet  Fever,  7  cases  of  Measles,  and  4 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  reported  from  private  schools. 

(5)  Provision  of  Meals.  On  31st  December,  1946,  525  Pri¬ 
mary  and  Modern  Secondary  and  95  Secondary  Grammar  School 
Scholars  were  receiving  meals  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
Medical  Officer.  Such  children  are  re-examined  every  few 
months. 

3334  Primary  and  Modern  Secondary  and  899  Secondary 
Grammar  School  children  were  also  receiving  meals  under 
voluntary  arrangements. 

In  1942  the  Education  Committee  inaugurated  a  scheme 
whereby  children  receiving  meals  could  attend  at  the  Dining 
Rooms  during  the  holidays.  The  arrangements  were  continued 
throughout  the  year,  with  results  as  shown  in  the  following 
table  :  —

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Autumn  term  in  September, 
school  milk  has  been  provided  free  of  charge  in  all  grant-aided 
Primary  and  Secondary  Schools,  under  the  terms  of  Circular  119 
of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  dated  22nd  July,  1946.  The  per¬ 
mitted  quantity  of  milk  per  pupil  is  maintained  as  far  as  possible 
at  one-third  of  a  pint  per  day,  except  in  the  Physically  Defectives’ 
Section  of  the  Colman  Road  Special  School,  where  two-thirds 
of  a  pint  daily  is  granted. 

Invalid  children  under  the  Visiting  Teacher  are  permitted 
to  have  their  milk  supply  sent  to  their  homes. 

(6)  Cooperation  of  Parents,  Teachers,  Enquiry  and 
Welfare  Officers  and  Voluntary  Bodies.  The  co-operation  of 
parents,  teachers,  etc.,  has  been  given  as  in  previous  years.

At  the  Colman  Road  Special  School,  of  the  51  children 
examined,  parents  were  present  with  28,  or  54.9%,  and  at  the 
Nursery  School,  of  the  259  children  examined,  parents  were 
present  with  181,  or  69.8%. 

The  Invalid  Children's  Aid  Association  continues  to  render 
valuable  assistance.  Particulars  of  the  cases  dealt  with  by  this 
voluntary  body  are  given  on  page  76. 

(7)  Handicapped  Pupils.  The  East  Anglian  School  at 
Gorleston  was  evacuated  to  Wales  in  June,  1940,  discontinued 
there  in  July,  1945,  and  re-opened  at  Gorleston  on  20th  February, 
1946,  on  which  date  the  Norwich  children  resumed  their  atten¬ 
dance. 

Blind  Children.  1  boy  and  1  girl  were  on  the  register  of  the 
East  Anglian  School  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  1  boy  who  was 
in  attendance  at  a  maintained  primary  school  was  recommended 
for  and  awaiting  admission. 

Deaf  and  Dumb  Children.  During  the  year  1  girl  was 
admitted  to  the  East  Anglian  School.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
5  boys  and  4  girls  were  on  the  register.  1  bo3^  who  was  at  no 
school  or  institution  was  recommended  for  and  awaiting  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  East  Anglian  School. 

Epileptic  Children.  During  the  year  1  boy  who  had  been  an 
in-patient  at  the  Woodlands  Hospital,  Norwich,  was  referred  to 
the  Mental  Treatment  Committee  as  incapable  of  receiving 
education  at  school.  1  boy  was  discharged  from  Tingfield 
Colony  at  the  age  of  16  years,  and  was  admitted  to  Woodlands 
Hospital,  but  was  later  transferred  to  Hellesdon  Mental  Hospital 
as  a  voluntary  patient. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  all  children  who  have  been 
found  to  have  suffered  from  Grand  Mai  (Major  Epilepsy)  have 
been  included  in  the  Table  of  Exceptional  Children,  whether  or 
not  such  children  had  suffered  a  recent  attack. 

Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils.  29  boys  and  19  girls  were: 
mentally  examined.  2  girls  were  recommended  for  the  Dull  or 
Eackward  Class,  10  boys  and  9  girls  for  admission  to  the  Speciall  | 
Day  School,  2  boys  and  3  girls  for  reference  to  the  Mental  Treat- 
ment  Committee,  11  boys  and  3  girls  to  remain  at  ordinary  , 
school,  3  boys  to  remain  at  and  1  boy  and  1  girl  for  admission  to: 
the  Special  Day  School  (Section  for  Physical  Defectives) ,  11  j 
girl  for  admission  to  a  Home  under  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  and 
2  boys  excluded  from  School. 
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In  addition  14  boys  and  7  girls  already  attending  the  Special 
Day  School  were  brought  forward  for  special  examination.  1 
boy  and  1  girl  were  recommended  to  be  referred  to  the  Mental 
Treatment  Committee  as  ineducable.  8  boys  and  6  girls  were 
recommended  to  be  referred  to  the  Mental  Treatment  Committee 
for  supervision  on  leaving  school.  1  boy  was  recommended  to 
leave,  and.  3  boys  to  remain  at  the  Special  Day  School  (E.S.N. 
Section).  One  boy  was  temporarily  excluded  from  the  Special 
Day  School  on  account  of  a  physical  defect,  but  was  recommended 
to  have  a  further  trial  later  on. 

23  boys  and  27  girls  (including  1  girl  recorded  under  the 
heading  of  “Children  Suffering  from  Multiple  Defects5’  on  page 
100  were  on  the  register  at  Colman  Road  Special  School  (Section 
for  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils)  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Boarding  Special  Schools  for  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils. 
2  boys  and  1  girl  left  Boarding  Special  Schools  during  the  year.
